Ome weekes ſince there was ſent unto mee, from a 
worthy Gentleman (a friend of mine a Tra in 
writing, of ſomewhat a diſtracted ſubject, method, 
and expreſſion, without any Authors name unto it. 
Though I could not then be ſo confident, that Maſter 
Walker was the Authour, as I then was, (and ſtill am ) that 
the opinion (whatſoever it be) that ſeekes maintenance in ir, 
but findes none, is a ſupine & fond errour(I forbeare to call ir 
Hereſie, Blaſphemie, or the like, leſt my Antagoniſt knowing 
ſo well my ignorance in Rhetoricke, ſhould boaſt, that I was 
beholding to him for his) yet had I a very reaſonable and 
ſtrong perſwafion, that he was the man, and no other. And 
this I was induced to beleeve, the rather ( beſides divers other 
grounds of this apprehenſion) becauſe I finde the image and 
character ot the man, ſo fairely and fignificantly ſtamped up- 
on it, viz, words, and paſſion, Nec lac lacti, nec ovo ovnm fimi- 
lun: dum qui no vit, ambos noverit, 


Not milke to mille, nor egg to egg more like, 
Then booke to man, and man againe to booke. 


Some monethes before, upon the clamorous, unceſſant, and 
inſulting importunity of ſome , who were confident (it 
ſeemes ) of finding ſhelter under M. . wing for ſome 
opinions they held and loved dearely (though they little de- 
ſerved'it ) and would not truſt fo bada cauſe in the hand of 
any other Champion ( their one word and flile they gave 
him) I was requeſted and much prefſed from time to time by 
ſome of my acquaintance, that it I could at any time ſpare a 


day, I would goe over to M.. . to conſider and rea- 
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ſan ſame points, depending (as le ſeemed ) In (ha 
among a Wit M. W. amongſt Ahe Di- 
vines in Citie or Countrey, ſhould be ſo importunely pitched 
upon by thoſe men, I leave to thoſe that know him, to conſi. 
der : onely thus farre ( as I was informed) they diſcovered 
themſelves, chat they little thought or expected, I either would 
or durſt looke ſuch a champion as he in the face. In which 
conceipt of my unwillingnefſe & fearetulneſſe to appeare be- 
fore him, M. . himſelte was partaker with them, and loſt a 

wager of five{hillings( as himſelte conſeſſed )upon jt, W here- 
by it appeares, that theſe men had ſuch an opinion or hope of 
him, that there was ſome knowne propertie in him, which 
ſhould make ſober men and of few words afraid tocome 
neere him in a way of diſputation ; which whether it bee the 
depth of his learning, the ſharpeneſle of his wit, aQiveneſſe 
in diſputing, or ſume other thing, I will not divine,but had 
rather others ſhould conjecture, then I determine. At laſt (not 
without much gaineſaying from my other occaſions and 
imployments ) I ſacrificed a day upon the ſervice of M wr”, 
reputation, and went to himy to conferre with him about 
the points in queſtion betweene his friends and mine, and to 
receive further mformation from him therein, if hee had had 

any of this commodity in his hand. But my going to him 
was upon the ſime termes, and with like ſucceſſe that Chriſt 
went to the figtree, Mat. 21, who found no fruit thereon, 

but leaves onely , The conference betweene us being mana- 

ged in a tumultuous and iſſueleſſe manner, the one of us till 

carrying aſide the ſtate of the Queſtion, and hiding it in a 

great thicket and wilderneſſe of words, and no waies willing 

to heare or underitand, what the opinion was, wherein ſa- 

tisfaction was deſired: I was deſited at laſt, both by MF. 
. owne brother, (the Minüſter of the place, in whoſe 

houſe wee were) and by divers others unkno ne to me then 

preſent ( well willers. as I conceived both to peaceand truth) 
to leave ſomething in writing, whereby the ſtate of the 
{tion or controvertie betwezne us, might be the more ſteadily 
and diſtinctly knowne and judged of. The day being farre 
ſpent, and opportunity otherwiſe wanting for ſetting —_—

then in writing, what I judged convenient and for * 
ſuch a purpoſe, and having caſually about me a paper.of 
collections I had formerly made concerning the interpretatis 
of ſuch paſſages in the fourth chapter to the Romans, as con- 
cerned the buſineſſe betweene us, this I left behind me, with a 
faireand ingenuous promiſe and ion, that if ei- 
8 err es 
re accompt, might with any to le 
congruity of reaſon and conſiſtence — other Scriptures of 
like argument, bee carried in their inter pretation, to comply 
with the opinion held by ſome againſt me; I would willing- 
Iy acknowl any ſuch fatisfaRion , and let my preſent 
pdgement and opinion fall. Therefore whereas M. *. com- 
nes page 27. of his diſcourſe (as of ſome injuric 
to him, or affront put upon him that hee ſhould bee 
challenged to anſwer thoſe reaſons I ſeft with him, I dare not 
abſolutely deny, himſelfe affirming it, but that hee might bee 
challenged ( leaſt ignorance, impudence, lying, hereſie, blaſ- 
— and ſuch furies, M. . familiars, ſhould pre- 
y be about my eares for it) but this I confidently affirme 
(yet without any impudence at all) that if M. . were ſo 
enged, it was by him, who long fince appeared to Saul 
in Sammel , and of late (it ſeemes) bath — to 
Mr. . and given him this challenge, Thoſe few notes I 
left with him. have proved very fruitfull and generative : they 
are returned into my boſome with an abundant increaſe, 
Yet unhappy they have been in their _ tion: they have 
not begotten in their image orlikeneſſe oe not remember 
that any one line amongit them was poſſeſſed with any ſuch 
tragicall, truculent or Gorgonean ſpirit,as breathes fice & fu · 
ric in a great part of that long diſcourſe occaſioned by them. 
Wh Me. . ſhould write ſo much upon fo ſmall an 
— Gy I impute to the abundance of his time and leaſure 
above mine, who may (I conceive) drop weekes and moneths 
againſt my houres, in the fulneſſe of an eſtate temperance 
(we know) is more then an ordinary vertue. Why he ſhould 
write ſo much to ſo little purpoſe, I am loath to impute to 
any infirmitie or defeR in him, whereby he ſhould be dilabled 


from 


SO 
from diſcerning,wheneither himſelfe or others, ſpeake (bells, 
or kernells: I will rather impute it to ſome ſuch politique 
and profound reach in him as this; knowing my leaſure to 
be little to attend ſuch eccentricall & by · buſineſſe as this is, his 
device might be to oppreſſe and overcharge my time with rea- 
ding, that ſo I might be ſtraightned, if not wholly cut off 
from anſwering, And the truth is, that the bulkinefſe or bo- 
dy of the diſcourſe, is the life and ſoule of it, it being more 
troubleſome to reade, then to anſwer. But what ſhould ſo 
tranſcendently ſublimate the choler of the man to raile right 
downe ſuch milſtones of obloquies, reproches, calumnies, 
curſes upon my head, I cannot imagine; except it were the 
fairenells« of — writing. and mlb of my words when I 
was with him: both which having an energeticall and preg- 
nant antipathy to an angry temper, and talking diſpoſition, 
might (I conteſſe) by way of an antiperiſtaſis, provoke and 
inflame their contrary natures in him. Other cauſe ( befides 
theſe) on my pa t, I verily know none, except (happily) that 
alſo might be a ſparłe falling into his gunpowder, that I de- 
tired him once and againe, when we were together, that hee 
would clearely and diſtinctly lay downe , what his opinion 
was, in oppolition to what was maintained by me. Himſelfe 
indeede, in the preſence of ſome both of his friends and mine, 
(who were partly requeſted, and partly offered themſelves to 
goe over to him, to mediate with him for a peace, or at leſt 
tor termes of a tairer warre, after he had begunne the fight in 
this turious manner) drew the pedegree and royall deſcent of 
his quarrell againſt me, from an ancient meeting betweene us 
in Cheap-ſedr, ſome three or fonre yeares ſince (to my remem- 
brance, I know not how long before any thing was thought 
of concerning the diſpute now depending) at which meeting 
(as the partie aggrieved in effe& complaineth) I did not dce 
my homage to his diſcourſe with that reverence and gravity 
which became me, but either ſmiled or laughed atit; I am 
not conſcious to my ſelf of any ſuch prodigious overſight, but 
ſince I was challenged for it, I have enquired after my error 
by as many as I have met with, of choſe that were then pre- 
ſent with us, and can heate no tydings of it at any hand,

Tf I had made any breach M. W. reputation; ei- 
ther in that kinde or in any — upon —— ſhould 
have been ready ( and ſtill am) to have repaired it with the 
beſt of mine one. But I feare, Mr. d had rather take 
revenge, then ſatisfaction: and by his owne confeſſion of the 
roote and originall of his quarrell againſt me, it may eaffly be 
ceived, how good and faithfull a treaſurer he is of the black 
rinces coyne; theſe three or foure yeares together he hath fat 
brooding a Cockatrice egge, and now at laſt the fiery flying 
— is come forth, But this by the way. At my late being 
wich him about the point in Queſtion, in ſtead — his 
opinion hen he was deſired and preſſed thereunto, he till in- 
ter poſed a dark cloud of words , and quite buried his minde 
under his tongue. And when wee ſhould have met about our 
buſinefle in the Eaft, and were the point of grapling and 
clofing, he immediately hoyſeth up fayle, and tacks about a- 
gaineto the Weſt, as if he had been affrighted with his owne 
opinion or ſhadow, and had reſolved never to come neere it. 
And to this day, what his opinion cleerly is in oppoſition to 
me in this controverſie, I am at perſet̃t in my thoughts, 
that himſelfe yet underſtandeth not. I have this gromid ( a- 
mong others) for what I ſay, becauſe a man may as well find 
a e in a of hay, as finde any ſuch opinion, either 
r — Co: 
et was y him purpoſely in c er- 
— oper )errour, Surely his opinion, ( ir ever 
It be) is very melancholique, and (according to the character 
of that humour) © , 3 b, either a God, or a beaſt. And 
he deales by it accordingly : for he onely ſhewes the backfide

A God immortall , in ſuch perfect view, 
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I will firſt tell you, what I call the backſide of his opinion: 
and then what I meane by the fore-fide, or face. The back- 
ſide of his opinion, I call thoſe generall, lax,and wide expreſ- 
ſions, wherein (and wherein onely) he expreſſeth himſelſe in 
his diſcourſe, as, viz, ThatBeleevers have communion with 
Chriſt ; That Faith is not our Righteouſneſſe; that the righ- 
teouſneſſe and ſarisfation of Chriſtare imputed to us; that we 
are juſtified by Chriſts righteouſneſſe, and ſuch like, In which 
poſitions, if his — no worſe then his words (though 
ſome of them be incommodious, & of no affinitie with Scrip - 
ture expreſſions in this point ) I neither ever was, nor yet am, 
nor (T hope ) ever ſhall be an adverſary to him, Teal theſe 
the backſide of his opinion, becauſe they doe onely in a gene- 
rall, confuſes, and indiſtin& manner repreſent his judgement 
in this controverſie, and upon ſuch termes,that a man may ca- 
fily.carry. away his words, and yet leave his opinion behind 
him, as it is an eaſie matter to miſtake one man for another, 
when their backs onely are toward us. But 29, if Maſter .- 
ker had any mind to ſhew us the face of his opinion, he ſhould 
tell us diſtin&ly, roundly, and plainly, what righteouſneſſe 
of Chriſt he means ſhou'd be imputed to us far rightcouſneſle, 
and how, and after what manner, and upon what termes itis 
imputed, as vic. Whether by vertue of ſuch imputation,a man 
be made legally righteous , ſo that he may claime Heaven in 
right of the firſt Covenant, Doe this and live : or whither, by 
Chriſts righteouſneſſe imputed to us, he meanes noting elle, 
but our being juſtified by the vertue or merit of thoſe things, 
which Chriſt hath done and ſuffered for us ? He that doth not 
in this controverfie, punctually, and preciſely explaine him» 
ſelfe, in theſe particulars, rather conceales and covers, then 
diſcovers his opinion. If M V. at any time ſeemes to make 
ſome ſlender cxplication of himſelte in ſome of theſe particu- 
lars , he ſoone,mis*gures againe his owne expreſſion with 
words of manifeſt inconſiſtency therewith : fo that the ſetled 
jadgement of the Author in the „ controverted, mult 
be ſome where elſe inquired after, then in his diſcourſe : This 
I can ſay of mine own knowledge,that when ] was with him, 
preſſing him to know, whither by the righteouſueſſe of _ 
in 
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in his opinion) he meant the righteouſnefſe of his nature, 
conſiſting of inward habits or diſpoſitions of grace and hol i- 
neſſe; or the tighteouſneſſe of his lite, conſiſling of thoſe righ- 
teous acts, which he pertormed in obedience to the Law of 
God, er whither he included them be th, he abſolutely de- 
nied, that he meant either the one or the other, or both toge- 
ther. The ſame deniall, I heard, he had formerly made to 
another (ho put the ſame, or like queſtion to him) with 
ſome ill language uttered againſt me, that I ſhould goe about 
to perſwade my followers, that either he or any other of his 
judgement in this queſtion, ſtould fo conceive, Being further 
pretied to declare himſelfe, whither his meaning then was, 
that any ſich righteouſneſſe of Chriſt were imputed to us, 
which Chriſt kimtelfe never had (no other righteouſheſſe of 
Chriſt, either as man, or Mediator, being imaginable but one- 
ly the two former) here he brake off with ſome ſuch ſhuffling 
expreſſion as this, that he held, it was a humane righteouſneſſe 
that was imputed from Chriſt unto ns, and would heare no 
more on that eare, It any man out of all this, and ten times 
more in his diſcourſe to helpe him, can make out the riddle 
of MN opinion, I doe not envie him the myſtery of his 
knowledge: but for my part ( whither it be my ignorance in 
Logique,or in Rhetot ique, cannor tell) my ſoule ca mot find 
the way to enter into his ſecret. The beſt that I can make ot 
his opinion, from his words and writings together, is this; 
that that Riahteguſneſſe of Chriſt, which was none of Chriſts 
righteouſneſle. is imputed to us for our righteouſneſle, in our 
juſtification. Which concluſion if he can ſetch off _— 
and like a man, from the Scriptures, I preſently yeeld him 
Bucklers, and will be no longer his corcivall Sed Phil. 
lida ſolut habebit + that is, He ſhall faire Phillis haue alone, 

I deny not, but ſome may poſſibly be convinc'd and ſatiſ- 
fed by his diſcourſe : but certain 2 they muſt be ſuch as ſtand 
in a precipitate and headlong diſpoſition to his opinion be- 
fore hand, I proteſſe. I ſcarce ever met with any man, that be- 
ing ſo weake and contemptible in his premiſſes, fell ſo ſore 
and heavy in his — I acknowledge that going a- 
bout to reply, Itranſgereſſe a grave precept which I learn'«

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long ſince out of ( ( tra verboſo; noli contendeye 
verbis ; Which may be well enough tranſlated in our — 
Proverb, It i no gaping againſt an Oven, Notwithſtandi 

becauſe ſuch a truth of God, as occaſioned that loud diſcourſe 
is above the ſghere of (ts; iſdome or precepts, I have ra- 
ther choſen to endanger my ſelſe the ſecond time, for the ho- 
nour and preſervation thereof, then to provide for mine ou ne 
peace or repute, by betraying ſuch a piece of Heaven into the 
hand of an enemy. I confeſſe, I never yet made tryall of my 
ſtrength, in ſhooting in M. bow, q meane in raylingand 
reviling)neither am 1 ſo in love with the exercile,that I ſhould 
intend ever to doe it: yet, me thinks, if I would ſet to it, [ 
could draw an arrow as necre the head in it, as M.,. himſelſe 
hath done: or if my owne ſtrength and abilicie in this ſhould 
fayle me, I make no queſtion,but I might have ready aſſiſtance 
from him, who (Idarefay ) hath not ſtood at my adverſa- 
ries right hand to reſiſt him in that ſervice he hath done a- 
gainſt God and his truth, in this expedition. But the truth, 
neither deſireth nor neederh any goods ſo ill gotten, What 
depths of learning, wit or judgement, men of more raiſed un- 
derſtandings and ſiibl ĩmated apprehenſions may finde, in that 
2 unchriſtian, and inhumane Dialect, mectet tor the 
diſputes of ja and Oi, then for theirs that call themſelves 
the Miniſters of Jeſus Chriſt , wherein his diſcourſe is writ- 
ten, I know not: neither doe I deſire to damniſie or prejudice 
M. V. in any part of his reputation with ſuch men. But for 
my ſelfe, Iloołe and looke. as narrowly, as unpartially as 1 
can, and yet can find no depths in ſuch learning, but oncly the 


depths of He. his beloved Maxime, in caſe of 


0 ion was; Calnmnare audattey, aliquid herebit, that is 
Calumniate thy adverlary ſtoutly; ſomething will ſtick by 
him in deſpite of him, let him doe what he can to wipe it off. 
But otherwiſe, for matter of learning, who knows not, that 
the weakeſt braine in both Univerſities, is as able as M. #. 
himſelſe, to cry out againſt any man, Socinias, Arminian, ig- 
norant , wnpmdert , lyar, lying Sophiſter , Heretique, Blaſphe- 
mer, aman of 1 Satanicall ſpirit, &c. The Scribes and Phari- 
ſees had no ſeſlowes, in traducing Chriſt himſelfe, for a ſedu- 


cen, 
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cer, a deceiver, a Blaſphemer, a Bellzebub. A man needs not 
have a great ſtudy full of bookes nor looke pale and wan with 
much reading or ſtudy ing, to ſumiſh himſelſe with foule lan- 
guage; birds of this feather will come flying faſt enough wich- 


out a — ſerap 

When 1 left my papers with M. . I was in hope, 
that I had put my ſelte into the hand of a Miniſter of Jeſus 
Chriſt, which though I dare not yet denie him to be, yet in 
the favourableſt conſtruction that can bee made of his procee- 
dings. he is one of the ſtrangeſt Miniſters of Chriſt that a man 
ſhall liabe y heare of, Thata Miniſter of Satan ſhould tranſ- 
forme himſelfe into an Angell of light (as Paul ſpeaketh } 
holds a rationall proportion and conſiſtence, both with the 
ſhame and —. — with the glory of righteouſ- 
neſſe: neither is it much to bee marvelled at, that men ſhould 
ſeeke to hide deformitic under an appear.ince of lovelineſſe 
and beauty. But that a Miniſter of Chriſt hould transforme 
himſelfe into the likeneſſe of an Angel of darkeneſle, and be- 
ſmeire the brightneſſe ot his face with the greaſe and ſoote of 
hell , is the moſt unnaturall metamorphoſis that ever was 
heard of. 

When Micha! the Archangel! diſputed with the Devill a- 
bout the body of Moſer, hee durit not bring againit him a 
railing accuſation. Jude verſe 9. Therefore ( doubtleſſe } 
M. . mult either make himfclfe greater then the Archangel, 
or me worſe then the Devill, or both; or elſe he hath foulel 
miſcarried in a great and weighty duty of Chriſtianity, 1 
may be he can deliver himſelte roundly without any ſcruple 
of conſcience, out of thele ſtraights: It is bur thruit ing mee 
downe a degree beneath Enciter, and then his mouth is wiped 
cleane, he hath done nothing. God forbid that I ſhuuld up- 
braid any man with his ſufferings: God and M. . and 
ſome other good encmic-friends, have put me{ otlateinto the 
liveric of the company of ſufferers ; but I ſee that it was not 
the croſſe that Dy/mas (if that was his name) hung on, that 
brought him to repentance, but hee that was crucified with 
him. And (yprias reports of ſome that had ſuffered, ho- 


grew worſe and more inſolent afterwards,

If M.. A.. had an intent or deſire to have gained ground up- 
on me, ot led me away in triumph, hee was quite miſtaken in 
the method of his warre. Five ſober words well ballar:ced 
with realon and undetſtanding, would have gone further with 
me, and wounded me deeper then a thouſand crackers, or 
the raging, reaſonleſſe, roarings of ten thouſand Belzeebubs. 
I regard no more the rage or rubbidge of any mans tungue, 
(though in many degrees of outward greatneſſe and power, 
M. W. ſuperiour ) then I doe the dung that paſſeth from 
him. But it any man ſpeakes reaſon ( though he bee as many 
degrees his inferiour) I am ready to tremble, and to doe him 
reverence, T heretore M. V. might have kept his carth-quakes 
and whirlewinds and fires, and fold them tor bugbeares to 
ſcare children: his ſtill voyce would ſoone have layed mee 
at his fect.

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But the mans heart preſently begins to fall under the 
greatn:fle of his enterpriſe : in the very firſt clauſe of 
his D. ſcourſe, he abates much of his confidence in the 
title. For that which was there, the true ſence and meaning 
of the eApoſile (ſunply) is here only The truc ſence with 
Imitation, viz. according tothe Common judgement of 
the moſt godly, learned » and judicions Divines, of the beſt 
Reformed Churthes, &c. Now wee know that ſom - 
times there is (and oftner may bee then we are aware of) 
as great a d.ffcrence berweene thetrue ſence and meavm

nes , learning, &e. he wiſcly leaves unexplained : 
chat in caſe the one ſence ſhould oppreſſe him, he might 
make the other his friend to releive him. It hee deſites 
to be underſtood in the former ſence (which is the more 
honeſt, obvious, and direct of the two) then 1 feare 
he will be as hardly put to it for veces amongſt Refor- 
wed Divines, as the Pope was in the Conncell of Trem, 
and muſt take fome ſuch courſe to make Authors, as he 
did Biſhops.

He 
wo d be Socinias, Arminian, Servetian , Swenkfeldian, 
Ofiandrias, Antitrinitarian, Arrian, Eutychian, Neſtori- 
an, Valeminian, Novatian, Pelagian, Donatiſt , Mani. 
che, and whatnot? Becauſe it is certaine that he holds 
ſome opinion in Religion , which all and every one of 
theſe held, as the anicy of the Godbead, and many others. 
Bur it may be Mr. V. knowes how to diſtinguiſh here, 
as acutely betweene himſelſe and his adverſary,as ſome 
of our Scraphicall Deftors of Rowe doe, when they + 
tell us that the Scriptaves, as they are alledged and cited 
by them, are the word of God ibut as they are cited by ns, 
they arethe word of the Del: ſo that the rule or ground 
of reaſon, which applyed to Mr. G. will make him a He- 
reticł and blaſphemer, being applyed to Mre . 7 the 
ſame termes, is preſently charmed, and looſech all its 
vertue and operation , and leaves him as Orthodex, 

Secondly, ler me ſay this likewiſe, that it is but a 
knack of Popiſb Monmebankerie, to ſeeke to opprefſe 
an opinion that any way eroſſeth them, and to derive en- 
vie and reproach upon the head of it, by putting jt in- 
to evill company, and numbring it amongſt the reners 
and opinions of ſuch men, as are other wiſe obnoxious, 
and branded with the ſhame and infamy of ſome broad 
crrour. Thus Prateolue (a Popiſh Author) makes ac- 
count he ſtrikes a great ſtroke againſt thoſe, that hold 
it law full to eat any mentes upon any day without ma- 
king a difference, by finding this opinion held by Jovini- 
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an an Heretique, So the lame Author thinkes he doth 
the Remuſh cauſe Knights ſervice againſt that opinion, 
which teacheth i»u/ſtification by faith alone, by ſaying 
that this opinion was taught by Simon Mug. So to 
adminiſter the Sacrament in both kinds, hee proves to 
be damnable, becauſe Neftorize the Heretique did ſo. 
So againe he makes it one of the herefies of the Armeni, 
that they denyed Purgatory. This is a knowne trick of 
legerdemaine amongſt them. W hatſoever my Adverſa- 
ry is in his opinion againſt me, Proteſtant,or Popifh: cer. 
taine I am. , that hee is purely, putely , and putidly 
Popiſh in the method of his proceedings againſt mee: 
and goes about to make the world belceve, that my o- 
pinion muſt needs be an errour, yea and more then an 
errour, a damnable hereſfie, becauſe forſooth (if men be 
ſa wile as to belceve him) he brings newes from a far, 
and tells a tale, that he hath ſeene it amongſt Socinias,and 
Ammian Hereſen, A man that had look d into the Ly- 
ons denne, w hilſt Daniel was there, might by as ſtrong 
an Argument, have proved the Prophet to have beene 8 

Beaſt : Mr. . himſelfe, if this rackling will hold, may 
prove Solomon Lilie, Cant, 1. 2. to be a thorne. Yea by 
the out · ſtretched atme of this Logick, the ſewers may 
juſtifie their ctucifying of the Lord ¶ hriſt, becauſe hee 
was numbred among ſt the tranſgreſſours, and to Malefa- 
Fours crucified with him: which rare peice of profound 

policy, Mr. Wal. (i: ſcemes) hath coppied out in his an- 

ſwere, in crwei{ying the truth bet weene thoſe two Ma- 

le factors, Secinas and Arminius. If Mr. W. had firſt 

proved the opinion maintained by mee to be erroneous, 
{buec that is a worſe Crow to pull, then any hee hath 
pluckt yet) and then have juſtly charged thoſe fore ag- 
gravations of Arminianiſine and Socimianiſme upon it, 
it had been ſomewhat reaſcnable and met hodicall: but 
to ſcourge it uncondemned ( at leaſt upon any lawtull 
trial! and conviction) with the Scorpions of thoſe odious 


impatations, ſhewes rather the canker in his pen, then 
D love 
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love either of truth, or men in his affections. 

But thirdly, (and laſtly ) if either man or woman, be 
troubled in mind, upon this point, whether Mr. . makes 
conſcience or no, of what hee writeth, let him but dili- 
gently weigh and compare a few pages following, with 
the greateſt part of his diſcourſe, (wherein he ſpeaks 
ſo much of Arminia and Socinws, and be ſhall receive 
ſatisfaction to his hearts deſire. Arminins in reſp. ad 4. 
Artic. impeſi tum, ſaith, fuſtit iam hriſti nobis imputari, 
& fieri noſtram gratio(a aſtimatione Dei, & arbitrari ſe, 
id ipſum continer; verbis Apeſtoli, 2 Cor. 5. Chriſtum fe- 
cit Deus pro nobis peccatum, ut not eſſemmr jwſtitia Des in 
l, that is, that the righrronſues of Chriſt is impated to 
us, and is made ours by the gracious eſteeme or account 
of God, and this hee conceivesto be conteyned, inthoſe 
words of the eApoſte, 2 Cor. 3. God made (brift fine 
_ , that we might be made the righteowſner of God in 

. 
Fortis abi eſt Ajax? ubi ſunt ingentia magni 
erb viri! 


Where is brave Ajax ? where the bluſtering brags of 
the ſterne Champion ? what Mr. Walker, tate Lost es, 
& pulpamentum queri:? Are you a Hare your ſelte, and 
call for hare to eat ? Is Mr, Waller himſelte an Armini- 
an, and will crie out of Arminianiſme. 


Qui tulerit Gracchos de ſeditione querentes ! 
Who can indure to heate without diſdaine, 
The Graceb; of ſeditionto complaine ? 


Or if he will diſclaime Arminius judgement in the Te- 
ſtimony cited, touching the amputation of Chriſts righ- 
reonſner,let him diſclaime his own alſo. For ſure no two 
judgements ever jump'd better together, then the judge- 
ment of Arminins the Heretique, and of Mr. * the Or- 
thodox in the point of Impmration, Therefore there is 
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a neccſſity lying upon him, cither to take me into Co 
munion, "3 kllowſhip with himſelſe in his — 
bout input at ion, or elſe to deliver me from the impurati- 
on of Arminianiſme, in what I hold. 

I deny not, but Arminius himſelfe (and ſome of his 
follewers much mort) expreſſe themſelves (ſometimes) 
on the other hand, and doe affirme , the ation of 
Faith for righteouſnes, and not the righteowſnes of 
Chrift, (iu this uncertainty of expreſſing themielves, ) 
reſembling both Mr.. himſelfe, yea and men of farre 
—— note in the Church of Chriff, whoſe names for 
the honour due unto them, upon this occaſion I forbeare. 
But yet Mr. . undertaking the office of an Interpreter 
of their mindes, and meanings this way, t h other- 
wiſe, I eaſily beleeve, no great friend of theirs ) to make 
his charge againſt me, and my opinion the more heavy, 
and ſore (as on hath in many things much caſed 
and lightned their burdens, in the erroneous enes 
of their opinion , by his Izterpretation. Before I de- 
monſtrate this, I would firſt know, by what preroga- 
tive Law, Mr. V. ſhould bee exempred or pn 
from being an Arminian, holding and maintaining di- 
rely, what Arm himſelfe in one place aſfirmeth: 
but I at no hand muſt be excuſed, holding what the ſame 
perſon affirmeth in another. I know not who hath gi 
ven Mr. VV. any power to umpire betweene himſelf; 
and me upon termes of ſuch inequality. And further 
1 deſire to be Mr. . Remembrancer of another thing 
by the way : That thoſe are called falſe witneſſes by 
the Holy Ge, that gave Teſtimony againſt Chrsf, 
though they teſtiſie little (in words) againſt him, but 
what himſelfe indeed ſpake ¶ Mar. 26, 60.61 ) Their 
drawing and wreſting his wordes beſides his meaning, 
was enough to brand them, with that black brand. S0 
though Mr. . could ( haply ) pick out here and there, 

expreſſions out of Armin and his fol- 


ſome phraſes or 
__ that may in the letter and ſound of wordes, 
D 2 come 
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come neere ſome expreſſions uſed by mee, in ſetting 
downe my opinion : yet if upon this, hee will ſtand up, 
and beare witneſſeagainſt me, or my opinion, that we are 
Arminian: this will not ſave him harmeleſſe, againſt che 
juſt input ation of falle witneſſe-bearing. And as Anti- Ar- 
winian as himſelfe is, or deſires to appeare, it were an ca- 
fie matter to reconcile him, if Similitude or Sympathie 
in ſpeaking, now and then, would doe its The ſaying of 
Bellarmine in this caſe, is ſound and good : Non in verbi, 
ſed in ſenſu , fides eft, nec idem Symbolum habemns ſi in ex- 
plicatione diſſidemr. Ihe greateſ&-Hereticks of old, a- 
reed with the Orthedox Fathers q in receiving the 
me Creed: yet were they of a farte different Faith, and 
judgement from them, in thoſe Articles of Religios con- 
tained in the Creed, Now concerning my Antagoniſt,the 
truth is, that as he hath baniſhed my minde and mean- 
ing out of my wordes (in many places) and put his own 
fowre, and diſtorted apprehenſions in their ſtead, and 
would faine make me father the baſtard-brood of his di- 
tempered imagination: So on the other hand, in laying 
Cowne the Arminian opinion touching thoſe Scriptare 
aflages in Queſtion, and the point of tation, though 
e ſubſtitutes alſo, and rather gives them an opinion, 
then relates any from them, yet hee playes the part of 2 
good fairy with them, and leaves thema changeling bet- 
ter favour'd then their one child. But hee had no o- 
ther way or method to bring both ends of his project 
together, to make the Arminian tenet and mine meer, 
but onely by taking their crooked opinion in his right 
hand, and my ſtraight opinion in his left ; and ſo bow 
the one, and unbow the other, till they ſhould run paral- 

le togethe Is 
To make good (in few wordes) what I ſay, concern» 
ing his favourable (but falſe ) interpretation of the Ar- 
mini an notion ſ in the things in queſtion, ) I deſire that 
t heſe two clauſes following, wherein he repreſents (as 
he pretends) the opinion of Armin am, touching the 
I put˙εονν 
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mpwoation of faith, may be diligently compared, with 
the interpretations and explications made of the ſame 
opinion, by other ned, godly , judicions and Orthodox 
Divines, that doubtles have as deepe an inſight into thoſe 
beriet, and know what Spirit of errour ſt is that 
ruleth inthe Kingdome of Remonſtrancy, as well as Mr, 
Wal. doth: And more particularly, to thoſe that de- 
fire fully ro know, with how little dexterity or integri- 
ty, MV. hath here deciphered the Arminian 5. 
ttrine (touching matters in Queſtion) I deſire to re- 
commend the _— peruſall , of the tenth Chapter. of 
a Boo 5 lex forth ythe foure famous Proteſſours of Di- 
vinity,{ who lived amongſt the ableſt men of judgement, 
and where Arminianiſme had it's Throne: and in this 
reſpect, were more 7 know their depths, then o- 
ther men that are more ſtrangets to them, about the year 
1627, entitled, Cynſura in confeſſionems ſew declarationem 
ſemtentia corum ', qui in faderate Belgio Remonſtrantes 
doc ant ur c. 

The two paſſages in MN are theſe. Firſt, that 
faith and beleeving, is the onely thing which Gd of his 
grace is pleaſed to ordaine, for all the righreonſnes, which 
a man ſhall have for his j»ffificario» Fc. Secondly, by 
Faith and beleeving they underſtand no more but a con- 
fidence in God, that he will performe his promiſes made 
in ¶ Iris, and an aſſent undo his werd. that it is ttue · Now 
he that ſhall compare theſe expreſſions( with others more 
in M V.. wooddy explication ) which pretend to 
ſhew what the Arminians meane by their faith, which 
they ſay is imparted for righteomſnes with ſeverall ex- 
preſſions of their owe, cited by the forenamed Divines, 
and charged home with fouleneſſe and dangerouines ot 
crrour, will find them to agree like Hp and harre. It 
fully appeares from ſeverall paſſages there, that by that 
Faith, which the Arminians ſo generally aihieme to 

ber impmted for righteowſnes , they meane not a bare 
aſſent to the word of God, that it is true ( which is M*, 


N. zawyepaxi'p, but an univerſall eSedience to the 
| D 3 will 
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will of God, in all thoſe duties, which bee requires of 
men in the Goſpel. lu the beginning of that { hapter, 
they are chall.nged by theſe worthy Die, for ati 
ming the werd, Faith, to be ſometimes raken(in S erip- 
tere] pro tota & wniverſ illa Dei velumate that is, tor 
the whole univeriall will of God, which b. fore they had 
ſaid, Ged would have performed by us, In which lence, 
they would be taken and underſtood in this Chapter. Al- 
terwards they are charged againe , with Pontefician 
friendſhip, ines, quod opera inter jwſftification/s cauſa; 
numerant , aquali cum fide ture, that is, that they place 
worker amongt the caules of 1/tifications and that with 
as much right, as Faith it ſclfe. Againe (alittle after) 
they are charged to have drawne this their notron of faith 
in inſtification, out of the Socinian Lakes, which yceld 
ſuch waters as theft: AMMeminiſſe debemns , fidew Han, 
Scilicet qua inſtificamur, Dei obedientiameſſe. That is, we 
mult remember , that chat Farh whereby wee are iat 
fied, is the obeying of ged. And preſently after 1 Un 
C briſtum credere nibil alind eſt, quam Des ad ipſiu Chri- 
[ti nermam & preſcriprum obediemem ſeprebere, That is, 
To beleeve in Chriſt is nothing elſe, but for a man to 
yeild up himſelte in obedience to God according to the 
rule and preſcript of (riff, To paſſe by many other 
paſſages in this chapter, to the tame effect : The Arm. 
nian Doctrine is further charged, by that fairb, which it 
holds to be imputed for righteonſner, to underſtand and 
meane , fidens ipſam in ſe , qua ap Deum babeatur pro 
inſtitia, quatens fidei nomine comprehenditur panitemia, 
reſipiſcentia, & in nniverſum obediemt ia hominis Chriſti. 
ani, So that either M. FYYalker, or theſe men are ſou- 
ly out, in drawing the lineaments of th: Arminian faith 
in this point of iin. It Mr. . will chaſe rather to 
lay the burden upon their ſhoulder, I ſuppoſe it will not 
much pinch them, becauſc I doe not think there is any 
man clic will doe it but himſelfe, Iacknowledge there 
are ſome expreſſions , uſed by theſe great aud learned 

men 
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men in this tract of their diſcourſe , wherein I defire 
Chriſtian leave o diſſent from them - bur as well for 
their ability as integrity, in repreſenting the true, gens 
ine, and native (hipe both of the Armin and So- 
cinian Dottrine in theſe points, Ithinke their Autho- 
rity is unparellable. Conſonant unto theſe things, 
ſer downe by them, touching the way of Kewonſtrancy 
inthe point under queſtion, are thoſe briefe paſſages 
that are found in Doſter Prideanx (a great light of the 
Church, yet living and ſhining) Left. 3. de lnſtificatio. 
»e, Having mentioned Foyſtime opinion, who held 
faith to bee imputed , immediate & formaluer ; meritam 
Chrifi, mediate & effeftroe, he addes as followerh : #64 
per fidem ulterius oſtendit , ſe obſervationem Chriſtianiſ- 
i ſolummodo inte li gere quia credere idem «ft, quod obſer- 
vare Chriſti pracepta, that᷑ is, by faith, he further ſhew- 
eth, that he onely meaneth the obſervation of Chriſtia- 
nity, becauſe to beleeve, and to obſerve the Commande - 
ments of Ghrift , are the ſame. Nec diſÞudun tenders 
cencladere c. that is. And was not aſham'd at the laſt 
to conclude , that i#/tifying faith is that ſame inherenc 
righteouſnes, which the Papiſtr urge. a little before, men- A 
tioning the opinion of Ami himſelfe , touching 
faith in the matter of inftification (as Corvinus a gre it 
Diſciple of his undertakes to interpret his Maſter) r- 
minio( (aith he) minime placuit quod fides dicitur infirumen- 
alis inſtificationis noſtre cauſe, that ia, Armin would 
by no means have faith termed the taſtrumentall cauſe of 
inflification; which is as directly contrary to what I have 
openly profeſſed, and maintained ſince my firſt dealing 
in this comrroverſe, as it is to what Mr.. mihcmeth, 
concerning the Armizians themſelves. p. 4. Where he al- 
firmeth» that they ſay that ſulth is impated for righte- 
owſuer, us an inſtrument, which abund i ntly con mes 
that which I ſaid beſore, that Maiter V. hath highly 
befriended the Am party in laying dowic tha 
»pinion, onely to doe me and my opinion the gra 1 
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pleaſure and deſpice. The laſt named Doctor in the ſame 
Lefture, cites one thing more out of  Bertins,(arother 
Prince of the Arminian band) in an Epiſtle written by 
bim to Lubbertws : viz. that here hee acknowledgeth, 
banc ſententiam meritum Chriſt excludere , that is, that 
the opinion of Yorſtins touching the imp tion of his 
Faith ( which is the ſame with the common opinion of 
the Remonſtrants, as was before intimated) doth ex- 
clude the merit of Chriſt, (via. from juſtification) which 
againe is not more contraty,to what Mr. *. grants con- 
cerning the Arminia, viz. that they acknowledge 
Chriſt: perfect ſatisfattion and righteowſnes, to be the 
meritorious caule of our :#/f5ficatien» p. 4· then to what 
I have both publiquely taught ever ſince my firſt ſtep- 
ping into theſe waters of Hriſe, (as ſome have made 
them) (till ready to ptofeſſe and maintainc (upon occa- 
fion)every houre. I wiſh that Maſter FF. and his opi- 
nion, maintaining the rmpmtarien of the active obedience 
of Chriſt (inthe letter and formality of it) for righte- 
ouſnes, did no more endanger or trench upon the meric 
ot Chriſts ſatisfaition, then either lor mine opinion do. 
Idoe not charge any guiltineſſe that way upon the man: 
I verily conceive of him, that it is farre from his inten- 
tions, cither to deny or to deſtroy, or in the leaſt mea- 
ſure to wrong or prejudice the ſatisfattion of Chriſt - 
but for that opinion of his concerning imparation, it 
hath beene arreſted and arraigned elſewhere, and was 
found full, if not of perfect guilt, yet of much jcalou- 
fie and{uſpicion that way. There are ſevetall other 
things in this tract of his diſcourſe, concerning the 
corrupt expoſition of Secinns, Arminius © c. as one or 
tu o contradictions, with ſome ſuch pettie overſights, 
and diverſe things affirmed looſely and at peradventure, 
without the leaſt proofe or ſemblance of truth, which 
it matters of exception and advantage, were any thing 
rare aud hard to come by, might be improved to good 
purpoſe that way. But I reſt contented with this one- 
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ly, to make it knowne to the Mid, that Maſter +. 
eArminianiſme, and Arminianiſme indecd, ate in many 
things (and thoſe of maineſt importance in the queſli- 
on depending) as contrary the one tothe other, as the 
Eaſt is to the Peſt : and that the opinion maintained by 
me inthe notes I left with him, hath as little of eAr- 
minian blood running inthe veynes of it, as the opinion 
that himſelfe maintaineth, yea and farre leſſe too, it mat- 
ters were throughly ſifted and examined betweene us. 
The eArminian Faith, which they ſet up for impatati- 
on unto righteouſnes, includes obedience to the Law of 
God Mr Walkers Faith, ſet up by him forthe ſame pur- 
poſe, includes obedience tothe ſame Law: their faith 
an obedience performed in their one perſun : Mr. 
. Faith ot obedience, as if it had beene performed in 
their owne perſons. The Arminian faith excludes (as 
we have heard) the merit of Chrifts ſatisfattion from 
inſtification : and Mr. n. fait it it were well exami- 
ned, doth little leſſe. For he that hath a perfect legall 
_ righteonſnes impated unto him upon as good ter mes, as it 
he had performed it in his owne perſon, what need hath 
he of any ſat . action, or attonement by blood, to bee 
made for him ? Burt I have impleaded this opinioa, more 
at large elſe where, and have wrong the beſt weapons 
out of the hand of the adverſary, wherein he moſt puts 
his truſt. I ſhall therefore here reſt from this labour. 
And for Mr. #:. Arminianiſme, how oft ſoevet he ſhall 
afrerwards bee troubleſome to mee , therewith in his 
diſcowrſe , 1 ſhall neither be troubleſome to my ſelfe,nor 
to my Reader with it any more; but let it goe for naught, 
when it comes in my way. Onely this I will ſay for it, 
before I here give it over, that ſo wee may yet have a 
friendly parting : that if ever I be weary of the truth 
and defire to turne Arminian, 1 will be an Arminian of 
of Mr. . calculation: his Arminian, is incompara- 
bly better, and more hatmeleſſe in his dogmaticals, then 
any other mans Arminian that I can meet with. And 

E notwithſtand- 
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noctvithſtanding his Charity hath abounded tow ards 
the Arwizian party (as you have heard) yet towards 
the Socinian, it abounds much more, Orher Divines 
and Writers generally, repreſent Socimraniſme upon the 
Stage, as an accurſed Denier of Chriſts ſatisfattion. So- 
Conant — — in his — Lett wre de in- 
ftificatione ) i ins negant , Chriſtum pre peccatis 
— 268 — Aſſeramt Cc. — : The 
Socinians more impudently deny, that Chriſt made any 
2 for our ſinnes, and ſtill aſfitme, that God the 
Father hath received us into grace or favour , by a free 
condonation or remiſſion of ſinners, tor Chriſt, But Mr. 
1. making them to draw in the ſame yoke with his Ar- 
minians, wipes off this foule aſperſion from them, and 
claps on a bextie's ſpot (in compariſon) upon their face, 
in ſtead of it : ſpeaking of them both together thus: 
when they acknowledge that Chrift his perfect ſatisfa- 
tion inirighteouſnes , is the meritorious cauſe of our 
inſtification &s. So that it ſeemes Mr. *. hath wrought 
a «great and miraculous cure upon the Socinian be- 
reſie, and hath brought it back ten degrees (at leaſt)by 
which it was gone downe towards Hell: It now ac- 

knowl:dgeth (hbrifts perfect ſatisfaltion, as the merito- 
rious cauſe of our isſtification : onely it halts upon a 
lame interpretation, of what it holds conſonant to the 
truth. But Mr, *. (I conceive) was more provident 
and ſubtile then angrie men uſually are, in diſplaying the 
Soc ini an here ſie by the figure Synechdoche, onel mentio- 
ning a part ſ and that a very ſmall one too) for the whole: 

* this meanes he gaines more liberty and freedome, 

to draw me and my opinion into the te proach, and ſcan- 

dall thereof. For otberwiſe had bee but mentio- 

ne d that which is the head and height of Secinian - 

ſhemy, vis. the denying the merit and ſatisfattion of 
Chriſt , now it would not have ſo much as coloured with 

the opinion maintained by me. which riſeth up with a 

high hand ec plead the merit of that ſai faction. —

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Mr. VV. having onely a deſire and intent to caſt dirt in 
the face of the truib, and him that maintaines it, was 
loath to looſe the opportunity of ſuch a kennell, Orher= 
wiſe as Martial deicanted upon the Painter , that had

So on the contrary, a man might thinke, that Mr. . 
intent in drawing the portraitures of the Arminian and 
Sociniaw herefer, with ſo much favour, was onely to 
oppreſſe the ancient hereſfies , of Arrius and the reſt, 
with new envie and indignation, 

Well: Maſter * having ſo fouly and Ignoramws-like 
miſcarried in acquainting us with the ſtate of the A 
minian and Socinian here in the expoſition of his 
Scriptures, and having painted the Crow and Raven, 
more like a Deve, and a Partridge then otherwiſe : I 
appeale to Maſter . one conſcience, (if there be any 
motion or life yet left in it) whether here be not a fitter 
and more juſt occaſion , then any hee hath met with in 
my writing (if a man had a mind to it) to cry out, lyar, 
lying Sepbiſter, ignorant, impudenr,e. And yet I con- 
feſſe againe, that though I had a mind to doe it, it were 
no wiſedome ( but impudent fooliſhnes indeed) to 
write the deſtruction of Troy after Homer. But if Mr. 
1. bee no better, at giving us out the mind of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt in the Seriptwres , then hee hath ſhewed him- 

ſelfe an [mterpreter of the mwyſterics of the Arminian,and 
Socinian hereſie,( and it is much to be feared the whole 
piece is of the ſame ſpinning ) inſtead of the erwe and 
Orthodox expoſition of the Apoſtles mcaning, you ſhall 
have the Heteredox and miſhapen conceipt of his one 
brain, ſet up upon rhe Stag: 3 you.

(though it be the beſt that ever man mer with, or can 
hope to meet with in any Author under Heaven ).xcept, 
it be to ſay this: though he ptofeſſeth the deepeit enmir y 
and cvcna telliſh deteſtation of that way, yet is he the 
greateſt Tempter and allurer of men into this way, of any 
I know, one or other, at this day living amongſt us, by 
his too too ingenuons and gracious qualification of their 
blaſphemons ercours, . 

Ihe true expoſition defended, , here my Autagouiſt, be- 
ing conſcious ( it ſeemes ) that hee had not played the 
man, in lay ing downe the ſence and weaning of the Scrip- 
tares in queſtion , before (page 1. and 2.) ſuilicientiy, 
hopes to come into his credit (in due time) by beſtow- 
ing words enough upon the buſineſſe, if his Reader 
will be content to take that for payment, If hee will 
not, I know not how he will much mend himſelt by this 
long wordydiſcowrſe of ſevetall pages together. I prof. ſſe 
ingenuouſly, I never met with more looſe , indigeſted, 
and male-coherens (tuffe from the penof a Scholar, with- 
in ſuch a compaſſe, all my dayes, I dare not ſay that 
Mr. . himſelfe wants either Logigne or &hetorique: but 
this I may boldly ſay, that many things that come from 
him, are like to ſtarve through extreme want of bothz 
There is ſcarce ever a page but enterfircs with other: 
Neither is there any thing ſaid to purpoſe tin one place, 
but is unſaid in another: His notions and ſayings , being 
like unto Cadwws his ſouldiers that fprang up of the 
Dragons teeth. 


Alarte cadunt proprio per mutwa vulvera fratres. i. 
Brot her his Brother Wounds to death cach orhcr. 


Sothat Mr. #. needs not ſend to me to anſwere this 
picce of his: he bath performed the ſervice himſelfe to 
himſelfe , and plainly ſneweth, that hee ob jecteth no- 
thing againſt me, but what hee knoweth himſelf how to 
anſwere. And it he will ſcale tos, and ratifie what with 

open 
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open mouth he ailirmeth, in this imb of his diſcourſe, 
he will -pſo fatto cancell and deface the whole body be- 
ſides. For doth he not (after an mprtune and imperti- 
next diſcourſe, concerning the difference between that 
Fauth, which he calls a naturall beb:t, or power, and that 
which he defines a ſupernaturall guift &e.)come to grant 
(page 7.) that Abraham ic\ting upon the Lord by firme 
Faith, tor the periormance of the promiſes made to him, 
the Lord coanted it to him for righteouſnes, and preſently 
after (fomewhat more empharically , and with better a- 
greement to the truth, thento his owne opinion ) even 
Faith was reckoned to him for rigbicemſact. And more 
plainely aftet ward page 11. here ht pretends to cen- 
ter the large circumference of his former diſcnurſe thus: 
„ By faith and beleeving , which is counted to every true 
„ beleever, (and was counted to Abraham) for — 
» nes I underſtand here (according to the iud gement of the 
„ moſt Orthodox Diviness) the true, hotly, ſpiritual Faith 
„ and belcef»which is before ſhewed to have beene in Abra- 
„ ham, and which is proper to the elect and regenerate Cc. 
Now whether ſuch a farthasthis , being as himſelfe ac- 
kuowledgetb, that very faith, which he had ſo operouſ- 
ly and carefully diſtineniſhed, defined, xplaned. page 7. 
8. be atrepicall or CMertonymicall faith, or Faith in the 
proper nature, and dire fignitication, I leave to thoſe 
that want that, wherewith Maſter . fo aboundeth, to 
jadge and to conſider. Therefore if he meanes as hee 
faith in this place, that faith a ſence, and not in 
the figurative (in which ſence, according to his acute in- 
terpr etation, it ſianificth the —_— of Chrift, ap- 
prehended by it) be that which is imparted nntoa belce- 
ver for righteogſnes, what have we to doe with all the 
diſcowrſe tollowing : 


Ant fugiat VWriicam , ant wilt; mittatur Iitraam. 
Downe let it rwimme the itreame to Vica, 
Or to llerda nointed let it paſſe. 
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Let him diſband thoſe troopes of ſlanders, reprocher, 
calumnieis falfifications, which hee hat h multercd up a- 
gainit mee in the ſequell of his Tra , for holding and 
maintaining the ſame interpretation of the word faith, 
Which himſclf here avoucheth. And further that by faith 
in theſe Seripewrer, which is oft ſaid to bee imputed for 
Fighteouſnes, Maſter . cannot underſtand a tropical or 

etonywicall Faith, viz. the righteeuſnes of Chriſt, is as 
cvident, as the fouleſt now-ſence is from the faireſt trat: 
becauſc immediately after page 11, imerpreting the word 
„ he faith by it is meant the righreowſmes of 
Chriſt &c. So that if by faith we ſhall underſtand, the 
righteonſnes of Chriſt, and by righteowſnes, the righteouſ- 
nes of ( hriſt too, we muſt make the Apoſtles meaning, 
in plaine language to run thus the ryghteowſnes of 
Chriſt, is imputed to a beleever, for the righteowſnes of 
Chriſt : which is ſuch a Hyperabſurdity, that in Honour 
to Mr, . imtellefiualls and learning, I cannot faſten - 
__ — —— rs he — afterward in 
his diſcourſe, of a tropica —_— ion of 
Faith in — — will not belerve but that he is 
in jeſt there, and in carneſt here. I doe not thinke ſo 
m.ancly of him, that he willcaſt away his gold, to fill 
his hand with chaff inſtead of it. 

But the er#th is, that in all he hath done ( i»ſolio ) a- 
bout the explication of this Scriptare, hee hath onely 
proſpered, in his imrerpretation of the word, Faith , or 
belee vung : which proſperity notwithſtanding ſlayeth 
him, in al (almoſt)that followeth: and is it not pitty that 
faire weather ſhould doe harme ? In his expoſition of 
the two ether words, impating and righteonſneſſe 
he boggles and flunders fouly. 

Firlt, for the phraſe of imputing a thing to one, hee 


makes a ſuppoſition, that to impute and accompe, or count , 
arc univerialy rermini aquipollentes, wordes alwayes of 
one and the ſame ſigniſication. Againſt which miſ- 


p. riſion his owne in n from the Soriprares , might 
| have 
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have releived him, Fer 1 King. I. 21. Where Bathſhe- 
ba ſaith to David, 1 and my Sonne Solomon ſhall be counted 
offenders, it had hardly beene good Englih to have ſid, 
I and my See Solomon ſhallbe imputed offenders, So Me- 
be. 13+ 13+ where it is ſuid of the Levites, that they 
were counted faithful, it would have come off ſome- 
what rugged, to have ſaid» that they were imputed fair h- 
full. Intomecales, and falls of ſpeech, Iconfeſſe they 
may be of indifferent uſe, and ſignification, and particu- 
larly in the Scriptares in hand : to fay that Abrahams 
Faith, eicher was counted» Or imputed to him for righte- 
owſnes, are both expreſſions of gocd propricty ; and not 
much difference betweene them (except a man hath a 
mind to cavill and — And wherein Maſter . 
hath ſtrengrhned his cauſe, by making theſe two terms, 
ingmring and counting, to run alwayes hand in hand, I 
doe not yet apptehend : except it bee by gaining an op- 
portunity of laying on more tongue, and multiply ing 
diſcomrſe: which how it availeth him in this buſineſſe, 
hath bin stready intimated. 

But the man is no where liker himſelfe ( as touching 
the whole cariage of this buſineſſe) then inthe deſcrip. 
tion he layes downe, of the ſence or 4 — of the 

hraſe , wing a thing to one, page 9. His deſcripti- 
4 on is chis. — phraſe of — 4 counting a thing 
„ to one, fiznifierh both in the Old and New Teſtament, 
„an act of judgement and eſtimation, by which athirg 
„ “is judged, eſteemed , reckoned}, and accounted , 
to bee as it is indeed. Capiat, qui pot is eft capere, Let 
him underſtand it, that hath where withall. Iconfeſſe 
Maftcr #s. eloquence paſſeth my intelligence. Bur 

Firſt, I ſhould — thought ( — I not beene here 
informed otherwiſe , and may yet for ought 1 know, 
ſtrayne curteſie with my information) t hat God his impu- 
ting faith for righteouſner (take faith in what ſexce you 
will ) had bin an act of grace or mercy in God, and not 


an act of judgement. 
Secondly 
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Secondly , every act of judging or eſteeming a thing, 
to be as indeed it is is not an impat ing or counting it 
to another: which yet muſt bee, if Maſter *. hath 
rightly defined or deſcribed the ſignification and impor- 
tance of the phraſe of impating : becauſe the old ſtan- 
ding Law of a true definition is, that it mult be converti- 
ble with that which is defined, But that every indging 
or eftceming a thing, co be as indeed it is, is no imputing it 
to another, is evident: becauſe when I judge the Sun 
to be greater then the Moone, I judge it as indeed it is: 
yet doe I not impure the Sunne to any man. So when I 
Jadge and eſteeme Maſter 7. quarrell againſt mee, to be 
groundleſſe and cauſeleſſe, I isdge and eftceme the thing, 
as indeed it is 1 yet doc I not hereby impmre it to any 
man. f 
Thirdly, when Ged imputes either my Faith unto me, 
or C hriſts righteouſnes unto me (the one being the Scrip- 
ture phraſe, the other M. F'Y alkers,) tor my righteowſ- 
nes he doth not iwdge, or eſteeme any thing to bee as in- 
deed iris: for neither is my faith, nor the righteowſnes 
of Chriſt indeed my righteonſnes. But my faith in C hriſt, 
is that Grace which God hath conſecrated , and ordain- 
ed to bring me into ( ommunion and fellowſhip of that 
righteonſaes, that is, of that inſtification and redemption 
which Chriſt by the merit ot his 4fe and death hath 
purchaſed tor me, and forall thoſe that beleeve in him. 
Therefore the phraſe of imparting doth not ſigniſie, anact 
of judgement or eſtimation, by which a man indgeth or 
eſteemeth a thing to be as indeed it is. 

Fourthly, neither doe any of the inſtances from Scrip- 
tare, cither of the Ola or New Teſtament, which him- 
ſelfe produceth, any thing — , or naturally com- 
ply with this his deſcription, of the ſignificat ion of the 


word, imputing, as will appeare to any man, that ſhall 
_ conlidetately and unpartially umpire beryweene 

them. 
Fitilj. (and laſtly) e here are ſome of theſe inflenne, 
that 
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that doe manifeſtly contradi that deſcription of his 
and that according to his one interpretation, of the 
- impmting, when he comes to cite them, As that 

Sam. 19. 19. where Shimei faith, Let not my Lord 
impwee iniquity wnto mee. He doth not (faith Mr. YT, 
and that very truely , but contradictingly to himſclfe ) 
deſire that David would not thinke, nor judge, nor 
count his iniquitie to be no iniquitie this had beene a- 
gainſt all reaſon. Therefore ( ſay I) it is againſt all reaſon 
too, that Mr. . ſhould ſay that the phraſe. of imputing 
both in the Ofd and New Teſtament , ſtill ſignities an 
act of judgement and eſtimation, by which a thing is 
judged and eſtet med. to bee as it is indeed, Shimei a 
act in curſing David, was iniquitie : and yet Shimei de- 
fireth (neither doth he herein deſire any ching ſinfull or 
unla w full on Davids part to grant 9 that it might not be 
impweed, as , or for iniquity unto bim. So when 106 

cading with Ged. Job 33. 10. faith that God counted 

im for his enemy: he doth not charge God fooliſhly, 
or aftirme any thing unworthy of him : and yet [ob was 
not Gods enemy, though it be here ſaid, that Fodcount- 
ed him ſo, or, for ſuch. Therefore the phraſe ot con- 
ring or e even when it is applyed to Ged him- 
ſelte, doth not alwayes ſigni ſie ſuch an act of jadęement 
or eftimation, as Mr. *. deſcribeth. 

So in the New Teſfament, where it is ſaid Rom. 3.26. 
that the axcircuweifſon ( viz. of the Heathen keeping 
the Lam) ſhall be counted for circumeiſien, it is meant of 
God himfelfe, that it ſhall be ſo caanted by him · Vet no 
man I conceive, (except perhaps Mr. *.) will ſay, that 
weeircumciſion , is cirenmeiſion indeed, Where God is 
ſaid ; not to ite fue (viz; to perſons beleeving, and 
conſequently juſtified) as Rem. 4. 9. 2 Cour. 5. 19. the 
meaning is not, that _ not judge or eſt came a be- 
teever to have ſinne in him (which were an act of judge: 
ment or eftimation, whereby the thing were judged .0 
be, as it is indeed :) but * not ip ing fone, is 


meat 
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meant Gods gracious abſolving , or diſcharging ſuch 
men from guilt, and puniſhment due unto ſinne. There- 
tore to impure ſine to a man (in Scripture phraſe) and ſo 
to impute righteonſnes, ſignifics an act of a farte differs 
ing nature a.d importance , from that which Mr. W. 
hyes downe, viz. an i of indgement, and whereby 
a man judgerh and efteemeth a thing to be, as indeed it 
is. God mdgeth or eſteemeth (by an act of knowledge 
or undei ſtanding) every thing to bee, as it is indeed: 
and yet he counteth one thing tor another, which it is 
not indeed (as you have heard) and ſo he jmpaterh one 
thing for another, which it is not indeed. Take Mr, 
W:. ons tenet or ſuppoſition : the truth hereof will appeare 
no where more evident then in that. God( ſaith Mr.. 
imputeth the righteowſnes of Chriſt unto us, tor ourrighte- 
owſner,that is, tor that righreowſnes which we ſhould have 
performed in our perſons, And yet who will athrme 
(except the before excepred) that the perſonall righte- 
onſnes of Chriſt is the righteouſnes iadeed , which wee 
ſhould have performed 1n our owne perſons? It may be 
a righteewſueſſe of the ſame nature and kind : and yet 
be tarre from being the ſame righreowſnes indeed, which 
requires all the ſame individuating circumſtances , as 
of time, perſon, number and nature of acts Cc. There» 
fore how importune is Mr. *. in bringing in that E- 
pip honꝭ ma here, Gods theughts are alwayes inſt , and bu 
indgement according to truth, as if Gods imputing rigb- 
teoaſues to him that is a ſinner, and hath no righteowſnes, 
were an act of injuſtice in him, and contrary to truth: 
or as if he had to doe with one, that denyed either di- 
rely or indirectly, cither expreſſely or by conſequence, 
the one or the other. Guter, an Orthodox and learn. 
ed Interpreter, findes grace and favour, not ſtrictneſſe 
of indgement, in the phraſe of imputation. Docet impu- 
tandi verbum (ſaith he in his 20. Hemily upon the Ko- 
mans) poſſe Deum ſuo erganos inrenti» gratia vero eius 
hoe nes debere, quod aliter nobiſcum agit , quam no: me- 
nimue, that is, the phraſe of impmation teachet h as 

that 
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that Cod might indeed have dealt in ſtrictneſſe of i#dge- 
went with us, and that we are indebted to his free grace, 
that he dealeth not with us as wee have deſerved. But 
concerning the (ignification or importance of the word, or 
phraſe imputing,(1n the buſines of inftsficatron ) more after. 
wards, la the meane time let us examine Mr. . dex- 
terity, in explaining the third word, Righteowſners : Sure- 
ly we ſhall find him no where more left-handed then 
here. If I knew where his Logick, or Rhetorich were, 
they deſerv'd a chiding, to give no better attendance ur- 
on their Maſter, where he had ſuch occaſion to have u- 
ſed them. But in their abſence, this is the beſt caplica- 
„ tion of the word, righteowſnes , he can afford us. By 
„ T1ghreowſnes (ſaith he) is here meant Exengelicalrigh- 
„ teonſner (which is = to the legall righteowſnes 
„ Of works, which is inherent in every man, and is evc- 
„ ty mans fulfilling the Lam in his own perſon ) even the 
» perfect ſatisfattion and righteowſnes of Chriſt, our 
„ Medlatour and ſurety, which hee the Sonne of God, 
» in mans nature performed to the Law. & II. Riddle 
mee, riddle me, what's this? For 
Firſt can Faith in any ſence, proper, tropical, Metony- 
mical ( let beggers themſelves be chuſers here) be (aid 
to be imputed to us for the ſatisfation, or righteouſnes of 
Chriſt? I thought Mr. Ws. opinion had bin, that this 
ſatisfattion or righteonſues of Chriſt, had beene imputed 
to us for ſome other thing, but no ther thing impated 
for it. And indeed what (in reaſon) can bee conceived 
ſhould be impared unto us, for. or inſtead of the ſatisfa- 
tion of Chriſtteſpecially according to Mr. #7. notion of 
imat on, wherein it is required, that the thing impated, 
be truely, really, and indeed the fame, with thot for wb b 
tis 6 ed, Surelythere isnothing truely really & indeed 
the ſame with the ſatisfaition of C hriſt, but this ſatisfact - 
ew it ſelf, And whether any thing may properly be ſaid, 
to be truly & ind. ed the ſame with ir ſelf, I refer to Mr · 
u. owne determination, when bis Legigue returnes 2“ 


gaine to him. However, if by righreouſnes (in this 
F 2 place) 
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place) he will needs underſtand the righreowſnes of 
Chriſt, here is a relapſe into his former acute interpreta- 
tion , and makes the current of the place this : Faith 
that is, the righteonſnes of Chriſt, is impated to ws for rigb- 
teonſnes, that is, for the righteowſnes of Chriſt,

Secondly why he ſhould call the righteouſnes of Chrift, 
an Enargelicall righteouſnes, and that with ſuch emphari- 
call oppoſuionto the legall, and yet define a legal righte- 
#uſner to be, every mans e the Law iu his dune 
perſon , I want Mr. *. incelleft to comprebend, Surcly 
Chrifts rightcouſne: was a fulfiling of the Law in his 
ore perſon : I doe nor know (nor I thiake Mr. VJ. 
himſelfe, though he knowes ſo much more then I doe) 
any other man that perform d it for him, yea himſelte 
(in the cloſe of this — acknowledgeth it to have 
beene performed by himſelte unto the Low. 

Thirdly, whereas he affirmes a /egall righteowſnes of 
workes to be inherent in every mans perſon, it may bee 
be conſulted with his own Logick about his expreſſion: 
but furcly other mens never adviſed him ſo to ſpeake. 
Workes or altions are matters travſient, not inherent. 

Fourthly,why he ſhould ſay that to be imherens in e- 
very man, which was never inherent in any man, (no net 
in his one ſence of inherency ) Chriſt onely excepted, 
Ibeleeve it would a little trouble him, to give a faire ac- 
compt. 

Fiftly, why he ſhould affirme the Exangelicalrighteouſ- 
nes of Chriſt to be a ſatisfattion performed to the Lew, 
if himſelfe can give no better reaſon then I can, it muſt 
either paſſe by authority, and 3 of the wris, 
Ipſe dixit,or elſe be arrelted and ſtaied. For though the 
true obedience or righteouſnes of Chriſt, may be called 
a ſat ia falt ion to the Low, in as much as the Lew requires 
ſuch obedience from all men: and that properly is a ſa- 

tiifaltioꝝ

triefattion either to a perſon ot thing, when the whole is 
given, that is required or demanded. But how the dearh 
or paſſive obedience of {brit (which I conteive Mr. *. 
chictly intenderh, in the word yrs ſhould bee a 
fatisfattion performed to the Low, it will take more of 
my thoughts ro apprehend, then yet Thave leyſure 
to beſtow upon it. The Lew was ſatisfied in that perfect 
and intire obediexce, which Chrift exhibited to it, from 
the beginning of his life to the end: and did not require 
of him no more then it doth of any other man that ſhall 
fulfill ĩt, as hee did) that he ſhould be made a curſe, or 
dye the death. If Mr. . meaning bee , that the 
death of Chriſt was a ſatisfaſtios performed to the Law 
for us, or on our behalfe, in reſpect of our ſaves : Lan- 
fwere that he doth not yet hit the joint: for this is no 
per of the demands f — Law , that au innocent or 
1ghteoms — ſhould dye, but onely the tranſgreſ- 
2. and diſobediemt. Therefore when à righteous per- 
ſon dierh, it is rather a croſſing, then 2 (chiefaltion to 
the Lew: becauſe the Law promiſeth life, to thoſe that 
keep and fulfill it, & do.h no wayes threaten or impoſe 
death uponthem. It is true, the death of Chriſt was 
(ati for the ſinnes of the world;but to whom was 
it a ſatiſfaft;on? not to the Lam, which neither required, 
nor demanded it, not yet had any power to releaſe, or 
diſcharge her Priſeners, and condemned ones, upon the 
tender and payment of it: the Law knowes no, ſati[fatti- + 
. But to God(the Law giver) who had a power over 
and beyond his Low, it was a ſatiſfeftion, becauſe hee in- 
deed required it, and to him it was tendred and per- 
formed. 
Sixtly (and laſily )this Dedalian Divine, makes noclever 
worke, when he jumbles together the ative, and paſſive, 
obedience of ( briſt,and racks paſſive before the Ae. 
and ſubjecteth them to the ſame conſideration, in re- 
{pe of their performance to the Law. But his greater 
overſights are good for nothing, except it be to over - 
F 3 ſhadow 
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ſhadow his leſſer , therefore it is pitty this priviledge 
ſhould be denyed unto them. 

I conceive by this time M*#7, owne heart (mites 
him, and tels him, that he hath not quitted himſelte in 
the opening of his Scriptures, —— to the conſi- 
dence repoled in him, by thoſe that choſe him for their 
Champion, Pauli imputation is yet a ſecret; notw ith- 
ſtanding, M.. interpretation hath paſſed upon it, yea, 
by tampering with a falſe key, he hath made the Lock 
harder to open then it was before. If any man or Wo- 
man, long's for contradictiens, or other abſurdities of the 
blood, I can yet relieve them out of this tract of M” . 
Anſwere before I leave it. 

Pag. s he aſſirmeth, (and that truely as I conceive) 
Faith to be the firlt & radical grace and vertuc of renova- 
tion: and yet pag 5 · in his definition of faith, he ſuppoſeth 
the Subject or perſon in whom it is wrought, to be 
regenerate, (which is as much doubtleſſe, as renewed) 
before. Againe, pag 9+ he aſfirmeth, that God doth ac- 
compt and judge of all perſon;and things lo as they are, 
and yet pag 11. granteth, that God counted [ob his ene- 
my,which he was not. So p. 5. be defines,& aſfirmes that 
faith which is here ſayd to be imputed for righteowſneſſe 
to be the ſupernaturall gwift and grace of beleeving : and 
yet pag 8. he ſaith, that God impatera righteouſnes which 
neither conſiſts in any worke, or workes, nor in any grace, 
or vertu inherent. and page12. by imputing faith for righ. 
reowſueſſe, he ſaith, is meant Gods ſetting of Chriſterogh. 
reonſneſſe on the chore, and putting it on the account ot c- 
very truebeleever, &c.

But thus much for contradictions in this place: and I 
thirke 
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thinke well too (all th ings confidered.) Pag 7 and 8. 
— to define that faith, which the Apoſtle faith 
is imputed tor righteouſneſſe : he defines a ſtrong Faith, 
or Faith inthe higheſt degree. So that if M. Divi- 
nity were Goſpel , woe to the weake-faith'd Chriſtian, 
(how true ſoever his Faith ſhould be) he muſt to Hell 
notwithſtanding : ſuch faith is not capable of Pauli m- 
putation for righteouſneſſe: for pag 6. in laying done the 
lecond difference (as he calls it) b:rweene the faith the 
Apoſtle meaneth,and the naturall habit or power of ſaith, 
he ailitmech, the Spirit of God in working that faith, con- 
ficmes the heart with Cox r IDEEN, AnD Firms 
PeRSWAS10ON ; you ſhall find words of like importance 
in the very definition it ſelfe, which he gives of this 
faith pag 6. I will not betroubleſometo him, in de- 
firing him to ſhew his licenſe, for making the 4 Kings 
Nughtered by eAbraham ſo mighty,p 7.Oacly this I fay, 
that in ſuch his advancement of their pwiſſance,and grear- 
vet, he doth not Dogmatizewith my Authors, nor withthe 
common opinion, which makes t he Kings ot thoſetimes, 
in compariſon of the Kings that now are on Earth, but 
as Grafſchoppers, in reſpeR of Gyants : nor (as far as l 
am able to apprehend) with the Scritures themſelves, 
which make five-ſeverall Kings of tive Ci ies, which 
were Scituate no great diſtance the one ſrom the ot her, 
and beſides ſome of them, none of the largeſt, Gen. 14, 2. 
Laſtly, peg 12. where he ſaichy that God (ers Chriſt righ- 
teonfneſſe on the chore, and puts it on the acrompt of every 
true beleever : I would gladly know, whether his mean- 
ing be, that Cod actounteth every beleeverto have done 
and ſuffered , the things which ( hriſt did and ſuffered, 
or what other tollerable conſtruction or meaning can be 
firced to thoſe expreſſions. 1f God puts the righteouſ- 
neſſe it ſelſe, of Chriſt, upoa a beleevers chore, he mult put 
the merit of it alſo upon the ſame re, for theſeare in- 
feparable. If he puts the merit of (briſts righteouſneſſe 
upon this dre, he mult put all the fruiet and effect. — 
this 


is this 
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this merit alſo; for theſe likewiſe are as inſep arable as 
t he other. And ſo God ſhall accompt every true belie- 
ver to have redeemed, juſtified, and ſaved the world. 


For the confir mar _ — 5 and juſtifying 


H:re the Anſwerer buckles on his bend meancs 
to fight ſtoutly for his — D _ 7 — in- 
terpretation hitherto given by him, of the words in 
queſtion : onel I defies vente remember and to carry 
itcadily, and diſtinAly in minde with you, what this 
interpretation was, that ſo you may the better diſcern and 
judg, how cloſe the ſute of his Arguments and proofes, 
fits upon the back of his i aterpret. ai ion to be proved. The 
Summe and effect of his interpretazion(as you have heard) 
and if any thing can be made of it, this is) Faitb are hend- 
ing Chriſt or obe righteouſneſſe of Chriſt, is imputed to a be- 
lever, fer the Evangelical righteouſueſſe Cui. Now 
let us fee how he laye's about him, and with what ſin- 
gular Dexterity, and learning, he proves twiſe fifteenc, to 
make juſt three and twenty. 

The firſt Argument (faith he) is drawne from the 
wordes of the Apoſtle, Rows. 2. 26. &c. He may well ſay, 
his Argument is drawne, and —_ have added, Obrorre 
rollo, by head and ſhoulders : man in forging this 
argument , labours (as it were) in the very fire, and 
though he gives it heat upon heat, yet he brings it to no 
ſhape or perfection at all, at thelaſt , but is in the man- 
aging of it, as a wild Bull in a Net (which is the pro- 
phet £ſay's compariſon in another caſe) who beates and 
reares himſelfe with ing, butknowes not how to 
expedite or deliver himſelfe ever the more. If a mans 
reaſon, wits, or underſtanding , had offended him, Mr. 
W. kath provided rods of Scorpions in the carriage of 
this Argument, to ſcourge them with, I might very 
lawfully excuſc my ſelfe from ſaying any thing by way

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of Anſwere to this Argument, by authority of that ſay- 
ing.

Mr. *. himſelfe 1 hope will (in part) excuſe me, if l 
cannot find out the quadrature of his circle : I confeſſe 
I was never made for that ſpeculation, neither take I any 
contentment to fiſh in ſuch troubled waters > Howe» 
ver, ſomething mult be done, Gameſters mult play bad 
games and hard caſts,as well as good. 

The Scripture Mr. VV. fo largely inſiſts upon, to 
prove his izcerpretation of the former, viz. that fab ( in 
a rropicall ſenſe, that is, as it lignifi: thrhe righteowſueſſe of 
Chriſt ) is imputed to a beleever, forthe E 7 righ- 
teowſneſſe ot Chriſt is this: Rem. 2.26, If the wncir- 
cumciſion keepe the righteouſneſſe of the Lam, ſhall not his 
wncireumciſion be counted for circumciſion? Surely this 
Seripture, if it were well managed, would do good Ser- 
vice towards the pulling done of the ſaid /nterpretati- 
en, but for the building of it up, it can do none at all, 
till it ſelfe be pulled downe z [mens the true ſeaſe and 
meaning of it deſtroyed, which Mi. . labours hard, and 
with both his hands to doe in this place; and yet when 
he hath done all, he hath (upon the matter) done no- 
nothing. For it all the particulars were granted in 
the firit and moſt liberall manner, for which he conten- est 
deth about the meaning of this Scriptare , yet would 
they operate no more, then what might be ſurnm'd up 
in a Cypher, towards the eſtabliſhing of the other ter- 
pretation, (which is the thing intended by him) as will 
evidently appeare to aconfidering Readers What if 
he could prove that here were tre, upon trope, and 
mountaines of meronymies; doth this prove a neceſſity 
of fiading either the ſame number, or the ſame kind of

But let us make ſomet hing ot nothing, as well as we 
can, and give you a taſt of his prof imerpretation of 
this Scripture, By ancircnmeiſion ((aith he) in the for- 
mer clauſe , we cannot underitand the forerkin of the 
fleſh &c. (but a Gentile not cirewmeiſed, &c.) By the 
lame word in the latter clauſe, not the forerkin, or uncir- 
cue i ſion, in a proper ſenſe & c. but the Hare and condition 
of him that is i ed, and yet not this neither 
barely conſideted in it ſelfe, but as comprehending in it the 
rightrouſneſſe of the Law, &c, And yet immediately he 
adds, that this word further in this very place, fignifieth 
the man in the fate of , i, keeping the righ» 
teonſueſſe of the Lam, and yet this figwrative)y too, tor 
the righteouſaes of the Law, by him performed. 1 
thinks we are in the Q1agmires or quick- ſands already, 
but let us goe forward, and we ſhall be ſure to be in be- 
fore we have done. By eirewmeiſion (ſaith, Further to- 
wards the opening of this Seripewre ) we cannot under- 
ſtand, theourward cutting away, of the foreibis of the 
fleſh, Cc. but by circumciſion is here meant the circumciſi-

all be counte es (ina full ſenſe ) judging, counting, 
«ceepting,and uſing accordingly, Thus 0 Roe (with 
much adoe) ſpelled Mr. Ws. interpretation of this Scrip- 
ture. Now let us putt , and ſee what we have 
gotten. If a Gentile not circumciſed, keepe the Law , ſhall 
not bus ſtate and condition , not barely confidered is it ſelfe, 
but 4s theuding in is, 1 of the Law, 
that is, The man in the ſtate of wncircamc:/ſron , keeping 


the righteouſnes ofthe Law , that is, the righteowſnes of 
the Law by him performed, be judged, accepted, and uſed 
232 as the cirexmeiſion of the heart in the Spirit? 
This is the expreſſe tenor, and carriage of his expoſition 
of this Scripture, conceived in his owne words, witb- 
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on either adding any thing, or diminiſhing any thing, 
(to my — which ſhould make Ave — 
hit worſe, or more exorbitant, from ſenſe or reaſon, then 
as himſelſe hath delivered them. Something 1 have 
left out, which would be as Oyle to encteaſe the fire, 
and would burden the interpretation further, as viz. where 
he brings up a falſe report upon Gods gracious intent , in 
iving the Sacrament , or Scale of circumciſion, to the 
ewes. It was (faith he) an obligation, by which the 
» circumciſed was bound under paine of cutting off fore- 
„ ver, to performe the whole Law, aud to prove this 
„ fo irrationall, and extravagant a ſuppolition, hee 
»» miſuſcth that Scripture, Gal. 5. 3. I teſtify to every man 
„ that is circumciſed , that he is a debtor to doe the 
„ Whole Law , which place doth not ſpeake of any ob- 
ligation upon men from God, to doe the whole Lew, 
under paine of damna:ion , or cutting off for ever, for 
then miſerable had the caſe and condition bin of the 
whole Nation of the Jer, who generally, from the 
time when circumciſion was firſt given by Ged, to their 
Father Abraham, were circumciſed till now, and yet cer- 
tainely none of them performed the whole Law, but 
failed or offended more or leſſe, in many things (as James 
{pcaketh) and ſo by the cruel Sword of Mr, V. mer- 
pretation, muſt be all cut off from God for ever. But the 
Apoſtles meaning clearely in this Scriture is to ſhew, 
that if any man were circumeiſed in ſuch a way, or with 
any ſuch purpoſe or intent, as the Jewiſh teachers of cir- 
cum iam amongſt them urged , and preſſed them unto: 
that is, with a conceipt of the neceſſitie thereof to juſt i- 
ficatiow;then were they In reaſes bound, as wel to obſerve 
all other points of the Law, as that of circumciſion , there 
being no ground to hope they ſhould be ia ed, by the 
obſervation of one thing in the Lam, if any other were 
neꝑlecte d. For the rule of God in this caſe is, Carſed be 
he that continneth not in allthings the are written in the 
Law , to doe them, This is Calvins expoſition of this 
G 2 place, 
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place, or very little differing from it, But when men 
cric out againſt reaſon, as the Anlwerer in great paſſion 
doth, ia the ſequel of his diſcourſe » they receive but a 
juſt recompence , of te ward, to be delivered up into the 
hand of Non-ſesſe. But let Non-ſenſe lay what it will, 
the man will not be daſh'd out of countenance, by it, 
but wil need's ſet this Crown of fine Gold, upon the head 
of his Leaden interpretation, ſttike it off who darcs, and 
makes him a Rebel, or Traytor, that ſhall riſe up againſt: t. 
This ſenſe, and meaning, of the wordes and of this phraſe,is 
„ ſo cle are, and manifeſt, and ſo perfectly agreeable 
„ to all true reaſon, that none can deny it, unleſſe he will 
,, ſet himſelfe to rebell againſt the /ighre, I thought 
„ he would have lik d his interpretation the worles for 
being agreeable to any reaſon , and ſo would any other 
man thinke/ that ſhall but read his invetive, Pag 27. 
againſt that great enemie of his, which (till thwarteth, 
ad contradicteth him, in moſt of his w=derrakings, 
Nil Reaſon. And it doth no leſſe in this place, though 
here he would faine be friends, and {crape acquaintance 
with it, 

But when he comes toperallel/ the Script ure laſt inter. 
preted by him (as you have heard) and his mrerpre- 
tation thereof, with the Scriptures in queſtion , and at- 
tempts a conformity betweene them in their interprera- 
tions, he falls into ſucha Rhetericall rage and fury, and 
buffets his reader, ſo thick and fo faſt» with rropes , and 
eres, that it is not for a meane man to come neare his 
meaning (at leaſt if his meaning be mans mear, any thi 
prepared for the anderfftanding) by 40 foot. He ha 
need have Angels tor his readers, or men of Angelicel 
comprehenſions otherwiſe his tyrannicall and ſterne Ora- 
tory, will be ready to laugh them in the face to ſcorne: 
Onely thus much, a man of low apprebenſions, and that 
wants both Logiqne , and Rhetorique, (as Mr. *. lamen- 
tably complaines, pag 28. 29. that his adverſary doth) 
may evidently perceive; that here with his left handed 
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Retorique, he quite pulls downe the interpretation of 
the word Fai or beleeving (in rs, which he 
had formerly built up with his right-handed reaſon, 
For if you looke back to pag 6. there you ſhall find 
him with this deſcription of that faith, or beleeving, 
which is here ſayd to be imputed to Abraham for righte- 
auſueſſe. Here by Faith we are to underitand, that — 
natural guift , and 4. ce of beleeving , wrought in the 
Elect by the Spirit, c. Which whether it be a de- 
ſe ription, or definition of faith properly (yea, moſt proper- 
ly ) caken , lam not much afrayd to make the party him- 
telte judge. Yet in this place page. 14. (bes regni, 
»» rerumsg, oblitue ſuarum , alas forgetfull of his great 
„ affaires ? he delivers (or rather indeed, intang'es) 
„ himſelte thus. We muſt by eAbrabams beleeving, 
„ by a wetalepfir, or doublerrope, underſtand Abra. 
„ hams (tanding in the ſtate ot a true beleever, uni- 
„ ted, &. And preſently after, By Faith imputed; or 
„ counted tor righteowſnes, we muſt not underſtand, faith 
» in a proper ſenſe, but by a double rrope, for the eftate 
„ and condition, of a true faithful man Cc.

It Abrahams ſtanding in the fe of a true beleever, 
wnited, Cc. be that ſwpernaturall guift, and grace of be- 
leevings wrought in the Elett, by the Spirit, e. (as Mr. 
V. bath ſynonymizd them) Xantbe retro propera, &c, 
Let Yanthus backward run and Rivers all turne head - 
upon their Founcainc5--Yea, the minis ſo inecmperate 
in contradiftions, that in the very next page, towards the 
„ cloſe he ailirmeth, that which(ineffect )he had times 
„denyed before, viz. That the faith of that man 
„ which doth not reſt on his owne workes for iuſtiſica- 
tion, as comprebending in it Chriſt and his righceonſnes, 
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is counted for righteonſnes unto him, becaule it ſettles 
him in the ſtate of a righreons mas ; Which tenet, accord- 
ing to the plaine, and direct importance of the words, 
It it be Mr. V. opinion, and judgement indecd, in this 
controverſic ; I cannot ſufficiently wonder, what oracle 
he conſulted with, about this ſeriews and ſad War he 
hath made againſt thoſe Notes of mine I lctt with him, 
which I know as certainely have nothing in them, little 
nor mach, againſt this opinion; as I know that Mr. J. 
hath miſuſed them with his yron intellect. I paſſe by 
many Other things, which the Anſwerer bath let fall in 
the carriage of this his firſt Argument, obnexiow cnough 
to the obeliſque ,becauſe I would deliver both my (elite 
and reader, _ as good termes of diſpatch, as conve- 
niently may be.

But it i the righteonſnes and ſatiſfaition of Chriſt, 
"ax „ that brings the reward of eternall life 
with it. 

Therefore it « the righteowſnes and ſatizfaltion of 
Chriſt, and nor faith, that is imputed for righteonſner 


to 4 beleever, 


I anfwere,fuſt tothe Propoſition, by diſtinguiſhing that 
expreſſion, bringeth with it a reward, out 2 ambiꝑu- 
ity, whereof the Diſßater makes his whole advantage 
in this Argument (being indeed his owne Language, 
and not the Language of that Seriptare, upon which 
pretends 
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pretends to build his 4rgwwenr) A thing may be ſayd 
to bring with ic a reward, two ſeverall waies at leaſt 
(beſides many others,) either firſt by way of voluntary 
and free Covenant, or compatt ; or ſecondly , by way of 
merit, or juſt retribution, and compenſarion. As for exam- 
ple, a man may promiſe to as matly as he pleaſeth, that 
if they will but come over the way to him, he will give 
them the ſame money or reward, upon their mg, 
which the Lew appointeth (or which equity and comſci- 
ace would allow)toa Labourer for 7 dayes worke or 
Labour. In this caſe, the croſſing the way onely , by 
vertue of the promiſe made upon ſuch termes , bri 
the fame reward with it» which the labour, and tra vaie 
of i dayes doth, If Mr. takes the phraſe of bring- 
ing with it a reward in the former ſevuſe, viz. by way of 
Covenant, the propoſition is granted for truth z dut then 
his «{ſamption will halt right downe; Becauſe Fairh 
brings with it a reward in this ſenſe, as well as the ſariſ- 
fattion of Chriſt doth in — — If he meanes the 
clauſe in the other ſenſe, viz By way of merit: ſo the 
prepoſition is to be atteſted * ; for that which is 
accounted for g hee i doth not neceſſarily bring 
with it a reward, upon ſuch termes, or in ſuch a way. 
Cod in a gracious, and free Covent, hath promiſed the 
ſame (if not greater) reward, to thoſe that (hall beleeve 
in Jeſws Chriſt, which he hath promiſed to thoſe that 
ſhall keepe the whole Low, 

To the Aſſumption I likewiſe anſwere, that it is ſick 
of that common diſeaſe in argumentation, which they 
call, fallacia diviſienir, Thoſe things are divided and 
put aſunder, which God hath joyned together, viz. 
Chriſt and Faith, in bringing the great reward of etet- 
nall life unto the creature. See Job. 3. 16. oh. 6. 40, 
Roms. 5. I. 2. beſides other places (without number) 
of like 1mportance : inall which, Faith or beleeving in 
Chr(h, is tound in perfect conjunction with Chriſt hime 
ſelfe , (not in oppoſition to him, as here it is) about the

premnſes 
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matter of i»/tification and ſalvatios. It's true, there is 
an eppoſition berweene iſt and Faith , even in the 
bu e of inſtification; but this is in the manner, not 
in the matter it ſelte of inſtification : for both iuſtifie 
Chrift and faith (Row 5. 1,2.) and conſequently, both 
bring eternall life : but Chreſt doth it in that way 
which is meet for him and proper to him, and Faith doth 
it in another way proper io it. Chriſt inflifiech, by way 
of merits ſatisfaltion, and atronement-making with God 
for inne: Faith inſtifieth , as ordained by God to brig 
men into Communion and fellowſbip of that ranſome, at- 
tenement, Or ſatisfattion which Chrift hath made, There- 
tore this mixer propoſition allo is manifeſtly falſe, which 
makes an oppoſition betweene Chriſt and Faith in iuſtiß- 
cation it ſelte (wherein the Scrptures (till make them to 
accord ) whereas the oppoſition that is betweene them, 
ſtands in the ſeverall manner, or diverſity of influence in- 
to the ſame inſtification, 

His third argument followeth, which is built cleane 
beſides the foundation it claimeth, which is the ſixt and 
ſeventh verſes of this Chapter, where Gods {aid to im- 
pete righteouſnes without workss to him that beleeverh, 
This Argument» if any thing at all can bee made of it, 
(which indeed is vety little) muſt riſe up in this forme 
of reaſon. 

If the thing ih by God, be righteonſaes, and no 
—_— elſe is to bee found amongſt mankind, bur 
Chrifts perfect righteowſnes onely , then muſt the righte- 
euſnes of Chriſt, needs be that which is impazed for vg

To this argument I anſwere, Firſt that the concluſi-

ation. 

Secondly , I anſwere more particularly and fully, that 
had Mr, #. underſtood the eApoſtles phraſe, of impu- 
ting Yighteowſnes (verſe 6. ) he would never have ſought 
footing for any ſuch ge here. He ſuppoſeth, that 
when Ged is ſaid to impate righteomſnes to a beleever he 
mult needs have a proper, literall and preexiftent righ. 
teonſnes for the matter of ſuch his imperation, or ot Her- 
wiſe he conceiveth the Apoſtles expreſſion cannot ſtand, 
which ſuppoſition we may number amongſt many other 
Mr. #:. miſtakes in this his an were, and yet not doe 
it the leaſt wrong: For ä 

Firſt it is not here ſaid, that Cod imateth Tir %- 
«rw (with an article) arighteowſuer ; but indefinitely, 
and without an article, A, righteowſnes , which 
is 2 — inti mat ion ( — ) — = — = = 
ſpeake of any particular or ſpeciall righreonſnes fixcd in 
any ſubjeR, as the — Chriſt is. 

Secondly if by righteouſner here ſaid to bee imputed 
by God, be meant the righteowſaes of Chriſt, then accor- 
ding to the tener of Mr. Ws, one expoſition, formerly 
mentioned, the ſtrayne of the Ale in this paſſage 
muſt be this, that God imputeth the righteouſnes of Chriſt, 
for the righteouſnes of Chrrſt, ro him that beleeveth ſee 

ell, 

Thirdly , that awpating righteowſnes to a beleever, 
which is here aſcribed to God is ſaid to be an impuring 
righteewſnes, without worker, Now the 1 1 

H ri 
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Chriſt is ſo far from being a rigłtcosſus without works, 
that workes are the very ſabſtarce and eſſence of it. If it 
be objected and faid , that this is meant concerning 2 
mans owne works, that God imputes the righteouſnes of 
Chriſt wito bim, without t he ſe, not otherwilſc;To this 1 
anſwere, Firſt that ſuch a diſtinction or} limitation as 
this is, hath no foundation at al either in this or any other 
Scripture. Secondly, here is not the leaſt neceſſity, or 
occalion to invocate the aid or aſſiſtance of any ſuch 
diſtinct ion. Here is no ſtreight or diilicultie againſt 
which we ſhould be relieved by it. Now to coyne di- 
ſtinctions, where there is neither ground in Scripture, 
nor nece ſity in teaſon for it, is no les thenſ being interpte 
ted ) :o coyne new Scriptares. Thirdiy (and laſtly) it is but 
vaine and frivolous , (e ſpecially guoad homines, in 
teſpect of thoſe that maintaine Mr, is. way of imputa” 
tion, becauſe they hold , that this righreowſnes of Chriſt 
imputed; by vertu of this impuration becomes or 
is made ours, ſo, or upon ſuch termes , as if it were in 
decd,andin truth, properly and perſonally ours, and per- 
formed by our ſelves. But 

Fourthly, if by righreowſuer, which God is here ſaid 
to impate, be meant the righteon[nes of Chriſt, then is 
the deſcription or explication of this imputed righteowſ- 
nes which immediately followeth, ( verſe 7. and 8. )vety 
impert inent and unproper, being conceived and layd 
downe in theſe three expreſſions, the forgiveneſſe of ini- 

wities, the covering of ſinnes , the rot imputing ſinne« 

The impating of C briſt-righteowſnes (in the ſence pre- 
tended) is much more then the forgiveneſſe of iniquities, 
or the not inputing mo.

Fifthly, (and laſtly ) by Ged:s impating righteouſnes in 


this place, is meant, onely his jaſtifying men, or (accord- 
ing to Mr. . ow ne Imterpretation of this Scripture phraſe, 
pag-10.of this his diſcourſe) a dealing with men, and u- 
ling them accordingly , as if they were righreowss To

It is from 
hene to be obſerved, that remiſſion of ſinnes is out 
righteowſnes, (or juſtification ) and ſo goeth on to demon- 
ſtrate this concluſion from the comtext, For bievities 
ſake, I forbeare other Authors, as Calvin, Peter Mar- 
yr, Gpalter, &c. in whoſe Comment artes upon theſe 
two places, th:re is not the leaſt intimati n that bythe 
word rightexwſnes, ſhould be meant the righteouſnes of 
Chrift. Ad thus you ſee the doome of Mr. V. third

If that which is here ſayd to be impured to Abraham, 
is for righteowſnes to juſtsficatien, and there be nothing 
that will ſerve for ſuch bree , but that which is 
found in Chriſt our — , then muſt ſomewhat in 
Chriſt, here be ſayd to be impured to Abraham, and not 
his faizh,, But the Ausccedent inthis propoſition, is true. 
Therefore the Conſequent muſt needs be true alſo; and 
ſo it mult be ſomewhat in Chriſt, viz. his righteowſnes

Thereis nothing inthis Argument, but what ( for the

4. 16. And ſo faish it ſeife, (I meane faith in {hrift) 
is in 20 places ſayd, ſometimes to fave men, ſometimes 
to inſtifie men, viz. inſirumentally, or miniſterially , being 
(as it were) the Officer appointed by God, to bring men 
into part and fellowſhip,of that righteonſwes,or inftifice- 
bios which Cbrift hath purchaſed, aud procured , — 
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world : and is therefore ſayd to be impwtedunto them for 
righteewſne: ( or uuto righteowſnes, ins $1xe440571+y ) becauſe 

od rcquireth nothing more of them totheiy inſtificari-

Mr. .. Fifty and leſt argument, comes now upcn the 
Stage, but hath ſuch a vizor upon the face of it, that a

ning pepper, ſhe(ir ſeemes) — it to bee cold, 
they oppoſing her, by the hot taſt it hath in the mouth 
but ſhe under the protection of this diſtinction, that 
though it were hot in working yet it might bee cold 
in operation, came off with Howowr , and amuſing her 
ſers with her profound learning and ſubtilty, car- 
tied the cauſ: witha ſtrong hand. If Mr. . mects 
onely with ſuch Readers, as ſhe did oppoſers , his di- 
ſtinction be tweene the condition, and the meanes 
of obtaining a promiſe ,myy worke wonnders and mal e 
him ſeeme ſomething. Bat in denying faith —— 
CO1NMITIS,) 
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condition of the Goſpel ot new Covenant; hee doth not 
oncly hang out the flag of defyance againſt YYorton, 
and Goodwin, but ſwims againſt the ſtreame of the moſt 
confeſſedly Orthodox Divines of our owne (burch, yea 
and oppoſeth thoſe that take part with him in this con- 
trovetſie; and are the ableſt maintainers of his Faith 
therein. For Biſhop Downeham puiby afirmeth, 
the condition where on the Goſpell promiſeth jaſtiſica- 
tion, to be Faith in Chriſt, as the condition of the Law, 
to bee our owne perfect and perſonall obedience ; And 
builds this condition of the Goſpel, upon thoſe very 
Seriptares, which Mr. *. hath rejected. For (faith be) 
the Gofpell ſaith, If thow beleeve in Chriſt, thow art 
juſtified, aud ſhalt be ſaved, (Rom. 10. * ) the Lov, 
—_ theſe thing « thou ſhalt live thereby. B. Down- 
in his Doctrine of Chriftias Liberty, on Jeb 8. 
36. page 44. By which it appeares that hee makes 
Faith the condition of the Geſpell, in the ſame manners, 
and upon the ſame termes, that workes, or perfect obe- 
dience, was of the Law, And Calvin on Rem. 10, 8. 
to the ſame purpoſe: Ex bac diſftinitionis nota cc. that 
is, fromthis diſtinction we gather, that as the Law re- 
quires workes, ſo the Goſpeltrequires nothing, but that 
men bring Faith to receive the grace of God, That great 
light of our Church, Mr. Perkins, could not diſcerue 
the ſubtilty of Mr- *. diſtinction neither, but with- 
out ſcruple, aſlirmes Faith to be the condition of this 
Covenant. In the Covenant of grace ( faith hee) two 
things muſt be conſidered : the tubſtance, and the con- 
dition &. the condition is, that wee for our parts, are 
by Faith to receive the foreſaid benefits (Reforms, (atb. 
of inſtific, Differ. 2.) S0 Mr. Fox, Conditis god propric 
inftificamur che. that is, the condition whereby wee are 
—— inftified, is this, that wee beleeve in Chriſt : In 
is treatiſe of Chriſt trecly inſtifying. Againe (in the 
ſame treatiſe) the promiſe of ſalvation by wif gs 
but unto ſome, and that under a certaine ien: So 
that 
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that he never conceited that the leaſt preiudice could 2- 


riſe to the freeneſſe of Gods grace in the Covenant of 
the Goſpel , by making Faith the condition of it. 1 
might heap up Teſtimonies (in this kind ) without 
end, If I thought any man were of Mr. V. opinion 
in this point, but himſelfe. Nay I am certaine that him- 
lelfe is not of his owne opinion : becauſe immediately 
after he had rejected Faith, with great indignation, from 
being any condition of the Goſpell, hee writeth thus:

Having already proved the Socisias and Arminian Nr. Wy 26. 


opinion, to be molt falſe cc I proceed to diſcover the 
weakneſſe and abſurdity of Mr. Goodwins Arguments 
in the ſecond chapter of his Socinian diſcourſe & c. 
They that will belceve Mr. VV. may; but otherwiſe 
(ſetting his owne ſayings afide » as I am conſtrained to 
doe) he hath left his Reader at full liberty to doubt and

Well : But though he harh miſcarried and nusbe ha- 
ved himſelfe in the frone , he will now play the man in 
the reere , and gather up the credit and repmration hee 
hath ſcattered, Now he hath to deale with Goodwin a- 
lone, ke will be revengedoa him, he and his Sci 
diſcoorſe' hill pay for al. Whether Mr. . hach 
an ill tongue, in his head, or no, I kno not: but ſure I 
am, that the diſcoutſe he ſpeakes of, was not Sorinian, 
till he cal d it ſo: neither was ſo much as one thrid of 
char ſpinning in all the whole piece. Bu: T hope Mr.

Chriſtian, and furious proceedmgs againſt me. An un- 
mercifull enemy many times begets friends. 

But how ſhall I doe? he wounds mee on the heele, 
and takes me tardy with a contradiction. Well: Iſee 
it is no halting before. a cripple. A man cannot cdun- 
terfeit a conttadiction, but Mr. . 2 man fo much o. 
verſeene in contradictions, will find it out, But Ca- 
tradiſtion, where are thou ? and what is thy name? 
Here Sir , and my Nameis,

But Iperceive hat 
meat Mr. V. loves: hee is loath there ſhould bee a 
Feaſt of excellent things, whereunto he is not jnvi- 
ted Well: It I have treſpaſſed againſt his appetite, 
here, I will make him this promiſe (for amends ) that 
the next time I ſpeake ſuch excellent things of the un-

His firſt Argument c. In his Anſwere , to that TR 
which he calls my firſt argument, be preſently ſets his dh. > 
Ipnorance and mine together by the cares, and taiſeth a 30. 
tcarefull duſt and combuſtion bet wet ne them. Let his 
be the Conqueror, and mine the Graſ-hopper. Firſt he 
arraignes me at the barre of his ſuppoſed learning for 
thoſe heinous crimes of /gnorance in Rbetorich and Lo- 
gick Secondly for ſhewing my ſelte a bold lying So- 
pheſter , which hang together, as the teſtimonics of 
thoſe talſe witneſſes, that came to give in evidence a- 
gainſt Chrift, Mar. 14. 59. Ignorance in Logich de- 
ſtroyes Sophiftrie , as ignorance in the Seriptwres doth 
Divinity. Well : his charge (you ice) is fore bu: his 
proofes as r1dicu/ons and contemptible. Hee demon- 
ſtrates my ignorance in Rhetorich, thus : becauſe it is 
counted an excellent ornament ot ſpeech , to continue a 
trope Fe. which is, as if I ſhould prove Mr, *,. to be 
— in Divixity , becauſe in the beginning God made 
eaven and earth, If Mr. *. ſhould deny this, the proofe 
were ſome what tothe purpoſe : but nor denying it, it is 
no proofe at all againſt him, but that poſſibly hem: y be 
a leamed Divme notwithſtanding. 
My ignorance in Logick he proves from the inqueſt ic= 
nable prof#dity of his own inſight into that Sc. ce. which 
2ppeares in this, that he ivable to teil us, that in Lecce 
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is counted a bould lying Sopbiſter, who holds, that a 
„ Syllogiſme ; a true and pertect Argument, hath a pro- 
„ poſitron, which is maryfeltly falſe. I confeſſe I do 
not remember, that ever I mer with this golden rule to 
meaſure a b lying Sophifter by, ſo punctually in any 
Logique, or Logicianl have read: 2 — I eaſily 
grant Mr. Vi. reading to have out-compaſſed mine, yet 
I bcleeve, that neither hath he met with this rule in all 
his ſpbere of reading ; but we have it here new out of 
the mint of his owne braine, the fire is not yet out of its 
Logicians are wont to ſpcake with reaſon , and ſobriety, 
a1d not to cal their Brethren, bold lying Sepbiſterr: thet hi id 
is too courſe ever to have bin ſpun unpon their W he ele; 
well, but let us grant this profound arieme to be true : 
W hat is the truth thereof to evince my ignorance in 
Logique more then my knowledge that twiſe two make 
foure, is to prove Mt. M. ignorant in Arithmerique ? 
But leaving theſe collateral impertimences, which (1 
conceive) are but the crwde , and indigeſted ebullitions of 
his unnaturall heate and paſſion, deſerving rather pittie 
then Anſwer) let us (with what brevitie is poflible) 
ſee what weight and ſubſtance there is in what he op- 
poſeth here againſt me. I argue the imparing of faith 
for righteowſneſſe in a proper ſenſe(that is, in the very ſame 
ſenſe, that himſelfe hath formerly given, and approved 
2gainc,and againe,in this his diſcourle, as hath bin alrea- 
dy obſerved fromhence, becauſe the phraſe is ſo often u- 
ſed in this Chap. wit hout any alteration or exchange; 
and »1hrme withall, that the impuretion of Chriftrrighte:

ee I cannot count him an advcrſarie in the point in qur- 
tion) hat h not the leaſt relicte, either from ſound of 
wordes, or ſight of Letter in the Scriprares. 

To this Mr. . anſwers, that er, 26, the Lordis ſayd 
torcpent 3 fevrrall times. and that this ſpeech is no: 
proper &c. and that Gal, 3. the word Faith is uſed 10.

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times in an unproper ſenſe, &c. and hence infertes, that 
the frequent, and conſtant uſe of a phraſe, doth tiot prove 
a proper acception of it &c. Which concluſion indeſi- 
nitly taken, and inthe generall» is anqueſtionably true * 
and his inſtances, are currant proots hereof, I will 
deny nothing that he ſpeakes with reaſon, but frecly 
aſſent to him, and commend him: becauſe 1 would en- 
courage him to ſpeake more upon ſuch terms. 

Bar yet he might have pleaſed here to have conſide- 
red, thit rule which ¶Auſtiue long ſince gave, and D/ 
vines generally have approved from him; that a /iteral, 
and proper ſenſe in Scripture. is (till co be fert d, where 
there is no nece ſity ot rejecting it, or ſub/treuting a trepi- 
call, or improper in the ſtead.

Now this rule wholly e- 
vacuatrs the ſtrength of his an were: becauſe in thoſe 
Scriptures produced by him, there is an apparent neceſ- 
fity of having recourſe to an improper ſignification of the 
words, becauſe the /irtevall, and preper imports a maniteſt 
contradiction, to common ſenſe and reaſemasis ſuilicient- 
ly evident to him that (hal but a little confi lerthofe and 
the like Script urei. And in ſuch a cafe as this, where there 
is no danger or feare , that the literall ſenſe ſhould be ta- 
ken, becauſe the very principles of reaſon, arc ready to 
cry out #gainſt it: the holy Pen-men of Scrigtare , my 
uſe a meraphoricall expreſſion, lo times together , and 
twenty times after that; the frequency of the repetiti- 
on, will never be anv proofe, or argument, of a proper, or 
literall [ignifiction.Bat in the Seriprare and phraſe contro- 
verted betwerne Me:. and me. the cafe is far othet- 
wiſe : the /iterall, and proper ſenſe , may here be taken, 
no rule of reaſon, (no nor of Religion neither, as hath 
bin proved both here, and elſewhere) gainfaying it. 


(at leaſt not manifeſtly, nor notoriouſly contradicting i)

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and therefore the frequent, and conſtant uſe of ſuch a 
phraſe, is a ſtrong inducement (at leaſt ) that the /teral/ 
and proper ſenſe is here to be imbraced.

How kind and courteous an adverſary have I met 
withall, who rather then I ſhall want eArguments to 
oppoſe him, will furn ſh me, at his own colt and charge, 
yea and that which is yet more )with ſuch eArguments 
that are too hard for himſelfe , and which all his learn- 
ing is not able to overthrow. As for example, out of 
my words, whercin Ihad no thoughts of any New Ar- 
gument, diſtin from the former, Mr. V. raiſcth this

Tie imputation of Chriſts righteouſneſſe ( im the 
ſenſe queſtioned) hath not the leah releeſe either from 
the one, or the other, Ergo. 


Mr. . having ceniar d up this Spirit, to ſhew his 
arty and to make himſelte merry withall , preſenely 
attempts 
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attempts to conjure him downe againes But his con- 
dition in this skirmiſh, is as ſad. as that ofthe Vagabond 
E.xoreifts, Af. 19. who would nceds be medling with, 
and adjaring the Spirit in one that was poſlefſed , but 
the Spirit was ſturdy and would not obey, bur ran up- 
on the adjurers , and overcame them and prevailed a- 
gainſt them, ſo that they fled naked and wounded. », 
16. So Mr. V. heaving at the Amer propefition, of 
this his owne Syllogeſme, receives a wound in his re- 
putation, and to leaves it, the — — remaining as 
trong , and as unſhaken , as before her lift up his wea- 
pon agai iſt it. Fot going about to prove that the impu- 
tation of Chrifts righteouſnes(in his ſence ) hath teſtimo- 
ry from the expteſſe words and le ter of Scripture, hee 
onely producerh the 4. and 11. verſer of this 4. 
Chap. to the Romans, both which are as ſilent concer- 
ning any imputetion of Chriſt s righteonſres, as Mr. VV.

{tons (and that in one propoſition ont ly) I ſee my Anta- 
geniſt is two to one bettet at making lies, and contra- 
ditions then at judging of them, or finding them out. 
A man may e:fily deceive him witha very fleader appea- 
rance of a cartrad:ftien : but thole which himſelfe makes 
are very te ill and ſubſt anti all. and can deceive no man as 
doe have given good proofe in particular it ances, out of 
this his Anſwere, not a few.) But who would thinke 
that one poore propoſition, cauld bee ſo miſchievoully 
bent, as to have ho leſſe then @ heape of lies mixt with 
cantradiNons, Wo the Helly of it I know not How'many 
? 7 . hespe: T kope he doth not mearic 
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any great heape : for then no man will be able to beleeve 
him. But I mervaile why he addes, mixt with contre- 
diftions. I cannot yet fathome his intent and manu in 
this, whether he makes this addition by way ot any di- 
minution, or of further aggravation of that charge, a 
heape of lies. I cannot be lo a«charitable in my thoughts 
ta Mr. . paſſion, as that that ſhould betray him, or 
ſuffer him to any thing by way of ſavon or mit i- 

ation of any thing, that hee can come by, either by 
— or by creeks, to lay to my charge: and how on 
the other hand to interpret it , by way of deepening 
or further aggravating the charge I know not. Be- 
cauſc, a beape of lies a/one, without any mixture of can- 
traditions , is much worſe , then where there is an in- 
laying of contradiions with it, there being no contradi- 
{ton, but the one balfe of it is evet tracb. But I fur- 
ther appeate in Mr. Ji. eyes, like a mad or 4 drunken 
man : Which certainly is as perfect a e, that his cyc- 
ſight is not good, as the ſeeing of men walking like 
trees, was of the imperfection of his eyes, who was 
not yet recovered of his blmdneſſe , Mar. 8. 

But let us ſee a little what the angry mae» aileth, and 
pick the therme out of his finger ( if wee can) which 
makes him rage and take on as if hee were wild, If the 
heape of lies mixt with comtradifiions be removed from 
before his dore , 1 hope his neighbours ſhall live in 
peace by him. Wee will carrie it cleane away by little 
and little, 

The top of this heap (which muſt firſt be taken away 
is a contradict ian, which (for want of better ſight,) hee 
deſcricth in theſe wordes of mine The Scope of the 
Apoſtle is to put men by the falſe way of juſtification, 
which lies through werter, and to diſcover the true 
way , by informing them what they maſt doe, and per- 
forme for 1/tification, Here becauſc I aftirme, the way 
of inſtification by workes zo be the falſe way, a way where - 
in men cannot be jnſtified, and yet ſuppoſe that men yon 
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doe ſomewhat , beſore they bee ite, (or for their 
inſtification) he triumphingly inſults over me, as a du 
hen and mad mas, for contradicting my ſelfe, as if 
he that doth any thing at all towards his i»/fification, 
muſt needs ſe. ke to be inſtified by worker, I hope, if 
Teſws Chriſt himſelfe ſpeake as I doe in this caſe, Mr, 
V. will preſently diſcharge me of this contrad:tion, 
for feare of worſe matters. I thinke hee will not deny, 
but that fab, or beleeving in (briſt , is neceſſary to 
inſt ification (or elſe he will jeſtiſie the Infidells, and im- 
penitent Reprobater hee ſpake of, as well as the fairhfull) 
and certaine I am, that Chriſt calls this faith, or belee- 
ving in him, a worte This is the works of God ſaith 
hee to the lewes, Job, 6. 29.) that yee beleeve in him, 
whom he hath ſent And when Pau echorts the Phi- 
Jippians, to worke owt their ſaluationwith feare and tremb- 
ant he doch not exclude their faith » or beleeving in 
Chriſt. So our beſt and moſt Orthodox Divines, (peak 
without ſcruple, terming that beleeving by which wee 
are i»/tified, the doing of ſomethings» Quid enim fecit 
Abraham , quad imputeretur 4d juſtitians , niſi ere- 
didit Deo? Musculus in Gal. 3. 6. that is, what did 
Abraham, that ſhould be imputed for righteouſnes , but 
onely beleeve God. So Mr. Perkins Reform. Cathol. 
concerning j»/tifcation., The meaning is ( ſaith her) 
that nothing within man , and nothing that man can 
doe, either by natare or by grace, concurreth to the 
act of in/tification before God, as any cauſe thereof, ei- 
ther efficient, material, formall,or final, but onely faith, 
And I would faine know of Mr. . whether when he 
beleeverh, he doth ſomething or nothing: or when hee 
beleeveth, whether he belceveth not for inſtification, or 
that he may bee i#/tified, The Apoſtles themſelves be- 
leeved for ſuch an end, and purpoſe Gel. 2. 16. r have 
beleeved in leſur Chrift, that wee might be inſtified by the 


faith of Chriſt , ſurely if they might have beene - 
ified without doing any 2 it all, they might have let 
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this beleeving in Chriſt alone: which I hope Mr. N. 
himſcite doth not, for ſeare of ſceking juſtification by 
worker, Tea, doth hee not in this very place., ines «Xs 
pretſe termes (as uſually he ſpeaketh ) aihi me, aud a- 
vouch the very ſame dornyg or worke as neceſſary to - 
fſtification , tor which he rates m:e with that procigions 
„ ndignatios? Hce ajhirmes, that the Apoſtles whole 
„ ſeope is bent againſt inſtification , by worde of our 
„ on, and to ſhe that all which we ate to look to,is to 
„receive that, which is frecly given Sc. Queſtion- 
leſſe, recerving, is the doing of ſomewhat, anu indeed 
one and the 1cife ſame work, with beleeving, Sie lohn 
1. 11. 12 Ce. beſides many other Serimprores, And 1 
marvaile from what breſt he ſuck d that ſame 4 
vA, to call every thing that is done by us, if it bee 
„ iuſt and lam full, a worke of the Lam, (meaning the mc» 
rall Law.) Surely to ſerve, worſhip ,and beleeve in Ieſu⸗ 
Chrift , as Medratonr, are juſt and lawful , yet no works 
of the moral! Law,nor was Adam in his imnocency bound 
unto them. And if Mr. V. had undcritcod what the 
Scripture meanes, by worker, in oppeſitionto grace, in the 
buſinefle of juſt:fication, he would not have condemned 
an innocent and clecre paſſage of rhe foule crime of a 
contradiftion, By worker ( in this caſe ) is not meant, 
whatſoever may in any reſpect be ſaid to bee done by a 
man himſelfe, as if the freenc ſſe of Gods grace in inſti- 
fication, ſhould any wayes ſuffer, or be deltroyed, it any 
thing ſhould upon any conſideration, be required of him 
in reference to his inftification : neicher Mt. V. nor all 
the abettors he bath under Heaven, will ever be able to 
prove this: but by werdet, (oppoſed to grace, in inſtifi- 
cation) is meant the merit of worker, or whatſoever is 
don”, or attempted to be done by men themſelves, with 
an opinion or intent of deſerving inſtification thereby. 
Nay the trath is, that the worke of beleeving , (as our 
Saviour calleth it) is fo farre, from cartying any ep 
tion in it to the ſreeneſſe of Gods grace in inſtification, 

that 
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that it is purpoſely tequired ot met (and it onelr) by him 
that the — of his grace id their — ned! 
be eſtabliſhed. Therctore it is by Faith, that it might 
be by grace, Nom. 4. 16. and rap. 5. 2. Ve areſaid to 
have acceſſe or adnuttance into the grace of juſtification, 
by or through Faith. But for the pettect andintire con- 
ſiſtence of che works of faith, with che freeneſſe of God: 
grace in the inſtification of a ſmney , conſider thoſe and 
luch like Scripeares atleyſure, Rom. 3. 24. 25. Eph, 2. 
8. e. i , 
Well, the Heape of hemmt with comradittions, is 
(I bope) weil leſſened by this time: the plurall num- 
ber in charge, prooves but the fſagalar in proote, and 
that juſt nothing: hee ralk'd of comradittions-, as of 
many: but findes but one ;, and that one made of as 
faire a conſiſtency of ſpeech, as the Scripture it ſelte 
uſe:h. | 
„ But beſides the contradittions, and other abſwrdities 
and wneruths ( cbſerve, hee ſpeakes more mannerly 
,» then lice did: is there not hope hee will mend ?) hee 
„findes th ſe groſſe errowrr c Wee are come now 
towards the bettome of the heap, where (it ſecemes) 
the groſſeſt and thickeſt of the lies ate ſetled. Ih firſt 
is, that I ſay» that Geddoth not require of us the rig /- 
teonſnes of Chriſt, & c. this hee requires of Chriſt him. 
ſelfe. Before he comes to ſhew the groſſenes of this 
errexr , hee himſelte drops two gtoſſe errour (indeed) 
by the way , viz. That God requires not hing of us for 
our !#ſt:fication, whenas it is notoriouſly knowne, thit 
he threatens damnation, except we belreve ; and to cre- 
dit his ſaying , he cites, Row. 3. 24 whereas the verſe 
immediately following, quite overthrowes it, wheres 
in the condition of far is exprefly mentioned, Hee 
drops yet againe a ſccond errowr (more groſſe then the 
„ former) taying , that Faith is a qualification to u, ot 
„the receiving, applying, and enjoying Chriſts righ- 
„ feonſnes : that is » Faith is a qualefieation to us for be- 
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Treving : for what is the reee5ming , applying, and extozing 
the 2 ( briſt, but 4 12 was bet ore 
obſerved. 

But — two errors dropping from him, it ſeemes 
his memory dropped alſo. for by t his time he hath forgot 
his enterprise, and inſtend of proving hat I had ſaid, 
„a groſſe crreur, he onel compla ines o it, as a barb 
„ #nſaveury and abſurd phraſe. And to jaſtifie his com- 
„ plaint, he tell us, that to ſay G requires the righ- 
„ teosſust of Chriſt , not, for our inſtification , but of 
„ Chriſt himſelfe, —— that Chrift had need of is- 
„ Fification, and was bound to fulfill the righreowſnes of 
„5 the Law tor himſelte: which ſavours ot the Socinian 
„ and Sawoſatenian- bereſie , and denyes (hrifts God. 
„ head, with much more (as the manner of the man 
z is 
ate Spellatum admiſſi riſum teneatis amici 


Te oe this = and Les cs i — of the 
har and unſavourime ſſe of this ſaying, requires 
not of us the righteowſnes of Chrift , ce. Hee — can 
make theſe premiſſes and Conclafion hang, may well ſer 
up the trade of gluing Oyfter-ſbells, and un ke to 
make theyron and the clay in Nebachadnerzar; Image, 
mix and worke together. He that ſaith, that God doth 
not require of us the righteonſnes of Chriſt for our in. 
ſtificatien,doth not ſo much as in colour or ſhew, affirme, 
that he therefore requires it of him, for his one jſt. 
fication : onely it ſeemes to imply, that hee required it 
cf him for our jaſt i fication which (1 concave ) is 
no harſh or wnſavonry , but a propoſition well pleaſing to 
Mr. *. himlelte. 

But ſetting aſide the irrelativeneſſe and impertinency 
of what he aſfirmeth here, to what hee had in hand to 
proove, I could (Iconceive ) put ſome queries to him, 
that would a little trouble him, to make good the err 
thereof in a poſitive way. As

Firſt,” how he can 2 that Chref had no need of 
inſtificarion Surely Chrif was a inftified, or rig btcas- 

erlon, in the fight of God This i n was not 
aper fla, or no wayes uſefull to him. And whatſo- 
ever is not ſuper fluaus, we men of the lower forme of 
learning and underſtanding » judge to bee ſome waycs 
ncedturl. 

Secondly how he would prove, that Chriſt was not 
bound to fulfill the righreanſnes of the Law tor himſelf ? 
Certaine I am, that ſome Divines of our one Church, 
and Nation , no whit inferiour to Mr. #, himſeltes ci- 
cher for choyeeneſſs of /carning or ſoundneſſe of indge- 
ment, ( and yet neither Wotton , nor Goodwin , nor any 
of their Diſciples ) have written otherwiſe : Chri/ 
( faith Mr. Deering in his ſecond Le on the Heb. ) 
by the ſpirit, (lt fil'd his wan more and more 
with grace, till the fulneſſe of all righreowſnes was with- 
in him, that ſo his manhood might inherit ſalvation, ac- 
cording to the prowiſe, doe this aud lrve» Bur hit herto 
as he is right, ſo hee is righteows for bimfelfe;, and 
onely that man is y et bleſſed which was conceived by the 
Holy Gheſs ce. | 

And he that holds, that Ch as wenwas not bound 
to fulfill the rightrowſnes of the Law for himſelfe, dure- 
ing his continuance on Earth in the fe, maſk ( if hee 
willhe true to — hold with all, that Chriſt as 
man had aliberty , or diſpenſation from his Ged-head, to 
tranſgreſſe in reſpect of himielfe: and that this diſpen/a- 
tion could not take place, or bee put in execation, ont ly 
becauſe of that wort of Rademption, which be had un- 
dertaken. It maybe this is ao ſuch Camel, but Mr. 
V. can ſwallow, without ſtrayning. But I hope he will 
not be off:nded, if they that ſtand charged with ſo ma- 
ny Hereſizs and 5laſphemie: already, bee unwilling to 
charge themielves yet further with this allo, 

irdly I wauld. put him upon this, to prove ſuch an 
abſolute ict ene, or diameirali appoſition, as he ſeemes 
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to imagine q berweeas Ch falfilting the Law for 
himſelte, and for us, as it at no hand they could ſtand 
together. Surely Mr. . when he compil d and wrote 
this anſwere, he wrote it both for himſclfe, that is: 
tor the diſcharge of ſuch a cenſoienoe as he hath; and 
for others alſo, that is ſor the good, beneſit and mn. 
ſtrutt ion of mee, and many others. And Saint Bernard 
in that 190. Epiſtle, (cited by Mr. *. himſelfe, after- 
ward) ſpeaking of the work ot Redemption wrought 
by (Chriſt, aifirmeth it to have beene , Opus aq tram, 
& ſuum, & eAngelornm , that is, a worke indiffetent! 
ours, and his owe, and the Ange: and then — 
on, thewing how reſpectivc ly. 

Fourthly, (and laſtly ) it would cot him many of his 
thoughts, and much of his Learning > to give a ſuifici- 
ent and cleare accompt, how it ſhould any way intrench, 
or ſo much as ſooke towards the deniall of Chriffs God. 
head; to conceive that Chriſt might be bound to ful fill 
the righreonſues of the Law , for himſelfe. ' I conceive it 
tends fatre more dangerouſly to ſhake the truth of his 
hum. muty, to deny that he was any waies bound to keepe 
the Law for himſelfe. And as the erior of the vhiqui- 
tarie tends to diſſo ve the truth of his manhood, vid natu- 
rali, fo dot h this opinion of Mr. (which yet he main- 
taines v ich chat feareleſſe confidence) as farre as yet [ 
am able to ſte into it," tend to the ſame end. vi mora- 
75 ro N hon, pany . 

It is marvailous improbable unto me, that hee ſhould 
be the Seed of the Woman, who by the Law of his crea- 
tion ſhould not be bound, to keepe that Low, which 
both the mu and tho Woman ſtood bound to keepein 
their innocet cie. And as the perſonall ain with the 
God-head, could not privilege his humane nature, or 
Body, againſt thoſe properties which ate nat ral, ind 
eſſent . all io it, as locality , quantity, finiteneſſe , commen- 
ſarablener to its place, nor communicate or convey over 
to it, thoſe properties of imemeaſirie , Whiquity , ommipre- 
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ſence ,8&c. which are eſſentiallto the Divine nature. $0 
neither could ir priviledge his manbood, againſt thoſe 
moral habitudes, relations, or conditions, which are as eſ- 
ſential to ſuch a creature in another way, as viz. ſub- 
jection unto God, obligation of ſerving him, and fulfil- 
ling his will-& c. - 

Concerning Chriſt's meriting his exaltation, I ſhall 
not ſtrive with him tor the preſe nt. Onely (I beleeve ) 
wee have neither of us waded ſo farre ( incur me- 
Citations ) into thoſe —— which ſpeak to this 
point. but that we may wade yet deeper. and know more 
concerning it, then we do. As Viz. Rev. 5 I 2. Heb. 
I22. Phil. 2. Ty 8, 9. Te. Lak 24. 26. &c. 

There remaine now but two little ſhovel-fulls more 

of the dunghill or heap of lies that troubled Mr. W. 
ſo exceſſively, to beremoved , and then the ſtreet ( in 
this place) will be cleane. 
„ Another groſſe errour (he faith) is, that I call faith 
„ and beleeving , a thing done and performed by us, 
„ When as the Apoſtle athrmes, and all Chriftians con- 
», feſſe that our belceving is not of our ſelves, but the 
„ gift of God cc. Surcly Mr. V. hath as rare a guift 
ot making grofle errowrs , as King Cade: had of mak- 
ing Gold, : 

Quicquidcontigerat r. that is what ere he touchr, 
his touch made gliſtering gold: ſo it ſeemes, whatſoever 
Mr. . caſt's his eye upon, becomes a groſſe error ipſo 
fatto: but (I hope) not without bale or maine prizc, 
Though Faith be the gift of God, that is, the grace and 
Primal frength by which we beleeve: yet is there no 
Apoſtle that uh , nor Chriſtian ( that I know) that 
confeſietb,that the (Þriftians beleeving, is Gods act of be- 
leeving:or that denyes, but that men themſelves are the 
beleevers, though not of themſelves, nor by their owne 
ſtrength. But as Ariſfotie Proverb is: Bi md Slap 
rip, 1 u ieraing ; that is, if water choakes mee, 
what then ſhall I danke? a 
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If Mr.#. makes groſſe errowre of ſuch expreſſions as 
theſe, hee is not a man for mee to ſpeake, : when 1 
have waſh'd my hands of him this once, I hope 1 hall 
foule them no more. 

Wee are now come to the very bottome of the dung- 
hill, and are necre hand of being ſweet and cleane. Hut 
the manis in ſome diſtreſſe of thoughts, whether hee 
ſhould call that whichremaineth» a groſſe abſ#rdity, or 
rather a blaſphemy : but ſurely hee will be as advitcd in 
his choyce bet werne them, as men are when they chuſe 
Lobftars : he will chuſe the heavier. But in this parti- 
cular he deales morecowardly with me then in all the 
reſt. Till now he came before mee and ſmote mee in 
the face, his onely offence be ing that he did wrongful- 
ly: but now he comes behind my back, and at una» 
wares knocks me downe to Hell with a double club, 
or with the Apoſtles yron CHace of an Anathema Ma- 
ranatha, nor for any effence of mine at all, but for his 
owne forgery, who eAnaniar-like, keeps back part of 
„ my wordes, and preſents what hee plcaſeth tor my 
„ aſſertion. He chargech me, that 1 here maintaine, 
»» that teaching inſtification by Chriſt, and his righteonſ- 
nes, is the caſting of a ſnare upon men, and not ope- 
ning the dore of life and ſalvation tothem, I ſhall need 
no other compurgators from this crime , but onely the 
ſetting downe mine owne wordes , which are theſe : 
whereas to have ſaid thus unto them, that they muſt 
be inftified by Chriſt, or by Chrifts righteouſnes , and 
withall not to have plainely ſignified „ what God re- 
quireth of them, and will accept at their hand, to give 
them part and fellewſbip in that righreowſnes, or inftifice- 
tion which is by and without which they could 
not be ;wſh;fied, had rather to have caſt a ſaare up- 
on them, then to have opened a dare of /ife and ſalva- 
ties unto them. Well: of Mr. . I will ſpeake no 
evill , for all this leger. de- maine: but if ſome other man 
had ſerv d meſo, Thhould hardly have refrayned from 
calling out to him * 
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= ues A,, Tee, gase, that is, 
Ab craftie Mate, clad with bold impudense. 


But for Mr. #,--Sit ſatis ut p cup ſceunda ferat; 


that is, 
Thel be enengh his next time fault to puniſh, 


It is like indeed, that this will prove but a very ſmall 
gratification to him his next offence (1 feare ) is even at 
Lhe dere. In the meane ſeaſon my heap of lies mixt with 
contradiftions , is quite vaniſh'd : anda heap of Mr. . 
erroxrs, abſurditics, falſe and forged cavillations, left in 
the ſtead of it. 

The firſt Argument reduced &c. But here Mr. . A. . 
„ ſtumbles at another heap of wanifef# and impudent lies: page 34. 
„ and inthe cloſe of his Anſfwere hee takes his leave 
„ with this ſweet and conrteens ſalutation : Thus you 
„ ſee how ho hath bent his romgue and pen, like a bow 
» for lies » and ſhootes them forth thick and threefold 
like poyſon'd arrowes, as if his Qsiver were the 
„ Armory of the Father of lyers , the Prince of darke- 
„ neſſe, Can any man thinke amiſſe of him, that utters 
from time to time, fuch gracious wordes as theſe ? Sure- 
ly the Prince of darkeneſſe doth not thinke amiſſe of 
him. Well: but I muit take ſpadeand ſhovell in hand, 
and to worke againe : Mr. . hath laid a new dw»ghil 
before my dare, and I am ſure that he that layd it, will 
not remove it, therefore I my ſelſe maſt, The firſt ma- 
nifeſt and # hye (which he makes the top or head 
of this dengbil) is, that I aſfirme it, to be a ſtrange 
and harſh erpreſſon, to expreſſe the impatation of 
Chrifts righteouſues , by ſaying that Faith is imputed to 
men for righreowſnes, Suppole it be a miſtake, to call 
it a ſtlrange and harſh expreſſion, it is farre from being a 
manifeſt , and furtheſt of all, from being an 5mpudent 
le, Mr. . (ſurely) is miſtaken in the poynt of - 
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pudence , here: it is not the lye, but the flaunder that 
is impudent. But how doth hee prove it to be 10 much 
as a miltake, or ruth, that ſuch an expres/ion would 
„ be ſtrange and hirſh, to carrie that ſence , which hee 
is reſolved to force upon it? His demon/tratrve proofe 
„ is this. becauſe it is no ſtrange or harſh 2 to 
» uſe a figure of ſpeech : and by Faith and Selceving 10 
„ mcane the ſtate, or a man inthe ſtate of a true be/eever, 
„and by righteowſneſſe, the ſlate, or a man in the (tate 
„of righteouſne: Fe. Mr, Ws. ordinary Readers had 
„ need have an Oed pus (till at hand, to find out the E- 
nigma's of his prootes and arguments e for poore Da- 
vu ſſes have much adoe tounderſtand any thing. It is 
true, there are many figares of ſpeech , which are no 

ſtrange or harſh — but firſt there are few plain 
2d Jed expre:sſcons (as we have proved this to bee} 

which will not bee made ſtrange and harſh , if men 
will weraworphoſe them into metalepticall and fignra- 
tive as the ſweeteſt wine changed, becomes the 
ſharpeſt vinegar. Secondly , if men will take upon. 
tl em to coyne new formes of ſpeaking, and will call 
theſe, figmres, theſe may well be itrange and hau e- 
„ pre:ſrons, whichis Mr. . beloved enterpriſe in this 
»» place. He ſaith and aſfirmeth, thit by Faith and be- 
„ leeving, to meane the ſtate, or a man in the ſtate of 
„ a true beleever , is no ſtrange of harſh expreſſion. I 
| gee page oa — . — — would 

not a very ſtrange and harſh e , to 1; 
that Faith is inflified by Faith, his — being onely 
this, that a beleever is inflified by faith. And yet by 
the rules of his Rhetorick, it ſhould bee but a Divize 
gere of ſpeech, So againe , whether to ſay that righ- 
teonſacs is a member of the myſtical body of Chrif, 
meaning, that a righteows perſon is ſuch, would not be a 

ſtrange and harſh expreſſion. 

Againe ſuppoſe it bee granted , that ſometimes the 
«bffralt or ſimpte forme, may be aſed for the concrete, 
| as 
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as righteenſnes , for righteous , or juſtified pertony , 2 
Cor. 5. 21. 10 cirewmc:ſion, for circumciſed , Philip, 3. 
3+ Electian, for alected, Row, 11, 7. and ſuch like, yer 
to put the act or attios , for the agent ( as Mr, FF, 
would here have it, belreving for the beloever) is more 
ſeldome (if at all) feund: and conſequently the more 
range and harſh expreſſion. f 

Vet again: neither will Mr. V. metalepticall ele, at all 
molliſie or ſmooth the harſhneſſe of the eApoftles cx 
preſſion Rom. 4. 3+ (though it bee anoynted therewith) 
if this interpretation be put upon it» Abraham beleeved 
God (ſaith the Apoſtle) and it (that is, this his beleeving 
God, that is, ſaith Mr. V. his ſtate of belceving. or 
the belcever himſcife ) was imputed ro him for right:- 
owſnes , that is, ſor the ſtate of a righreows man.

T appealc to all eares that have not quite loſt thelr palate 
and rafte, whether any expreſſion can lightly ) be more 
range, harſh, and uncout h, then that which Mr. . hath 
put upon the Apoſtle in this place. Thus you ſee the 
firſt menifeſt impudent lie (as Mr.W. elcgancly phraſet h 
it) is neither lis nor impudent - but onely manifeſt , and 
that, a truth. | 
„ Aſecond impudext tie (L xe the former)is that I ſay 
that this figure of ſpeech ( vix. where with Mr. *. adorn- 
eth, as he thinkes: deformeth, as I thinke, theſe paſ- 
„ lages of the efpoſtie) is not to be found in all the A- 
poſtles writings, He (ſhould have done well firſt to have 
found it, and t hen it had bin more tolerable to have called 
ita lie, in him that had denicdit, But to call it a we- 
nifeſt and impudent lie, there had beene ſmall reafon 
howſoever :. becauſe Mr. *. himſelfe, who pretends 
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to finde it, pretends to find it onely in the utmoſt corner 
ot nooke of one onely chapter, Rom, 2. and the foure 
laſt verſers But what non-ſenſical work hee makes with, 
how he figures and misfigures thoſe paſſages, we have 
— acquainted the Rader from his one pen 
ormerly. 
5 The third bold lie, and manifeſt falſbeod is, that the 
Apofle time after time uſeth the phraſe of Faith ,- or 
beleeving imputed &. without ever explaining him- 
ſelle, or changing his ſpeech. Well: how doth he prove 
his ſwbftantives ( tor he takes it for granted, it ſeemes, 
that his Epithetes muſt bee abated him in his proofes) 
how doth he prove either {e or falſbood ſimply in ſuch 
an Affirmation? yes>be produceth the 6. and 1 l. ver. of 
this chapter, where it is ſaid, that God impwteth righ.. 
teonſnes » and that rigbteosſues is impated. Hee might 
as well have brought forth his letters of Orderi or his 
licence to preach , and made them his proofe. For 
theſe phraſes ſpeake not of Faith : and how then 
„ ſhould they explaine the impwrarion of it? yes that

ven to Abraham, or to his ſeed, bh the Lew : why 
ſhould I rather, by the word Abrabam in this place, un- 
derſtand David, mentioned verſe 6, then that very A- 
braham ſpoken of ver. 1. 2. 3: 80 =—_ word righ- 
reowſnes , verſe 6, and 11. w ſhould I rather unacr- 
ſtand Faith, which is ſaid to be impared for nge 
ner, verſe . and q. then that righteewſner it ſelſe, for 
(or unto which ) Eau is there ſaid to be ed?

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mitred, vis / that by righteonfuer in theſe places, the 
le _ Faith, ſee hat — — mat ket he hat h 
brought his Bogges unto. Vpon this ſuppoſition, when 
the Jef laich, that God imparethᷣ ri — nes to him 
that belecveth, the meaning mult be, that God impaterh 
Faith te him that belceverh, and ſo it will bee ſo farre 
from being an explaining of himſelſe in his former ex- 
pres/iow , that it will rather obſcure what he had directly 
and plainely ſaid — : — — the a i- 
ance and meaning of this phraſe , impating righteouſ-

1 hope — * 
his powder by this time is well ſpent : and for the time 8 
to come, he) will be uaaardrye ,a; more ſoft 
to handle. It may be his paſſion being downe, his in- 
telectuaſit will advance. Well t we muſt trie him hot 
and cold. My — here riſeth thus: That , 
is imputed for rightrouſnes, to a beleever, is laid to be: 
his Faith , before it be impnted + but the righteouſnes 5 
Chrift, is not any mans r1ghteowſnes, beforc it be inp« 
red; Therefore by Faith (inthefc places) cannot ber 
meant the right couſnes of Chriſt, 

Tothis Mr. V. frames a bimembred anſwere : © 
,, firſt member as gun and impertinext, as thc |: 
tet untrue and rea- ſlonſcſſe. Firſt hee ſaich, that tt 
„ righteowſnes of Chriſt, dy ſpirituall anion with Chr. 

„ is as truely the beleevers as his Faith is. But the q 
ſtion betweene my good Friend and me, is not, u 
ther the righreowſneſſe of CErift, be the beleevers , o 
Ce are friends in good earneſt ſo farre) nor wh 
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the beleever bee juſtified by the righteouſnes of Chriſt, 
bur wh. ther it bee his, in ſuch a manner, as it was 
Chriſts himſelfe, that is, whether he be inftified or made 
righteoms with it, as ( briſt was, or whether he bee ja- 
ſtified, or counted righteons oncly tor it, and not with 
ir, As a man may be cloathed for his money, but can- 
not be cloathed with it, So the queſtion is, whether 
the righteouſnes of Chriſt » be the beleevers cloathing,or 
garment it ſelfe, (formally and properly taken) or whe- 
ther it be the money and price, by whica his claathing 
and garments were bought. Bur the Scripeares he brings 
to prove his firſt «ſertion (or part of his anſwere) are 
as impertinent for proote, as the aſſertion it ſelſe is to 
the buſineſſe in hand. To prove the righteonſneſſe of 
Chriſt to be the beleevers, as his Faith 15, he miicites 
thoſe two Scriptures 1 Cor. 1. 30. and 2 (or, 5. 21. In 
the firſt it is (aid indeed, that Chriſt is made unto us righ- 
reonſnes : but what is this to prove, that the r1ghreowſnes 
of Chriſt is made ours, as our Faith is. The perſon of 
Chriſt, and the righteonſne: of Chriſt, differ toto genere And 
loppoſe it had beene faid , that the righreonſnes of 
Chriſt had bin made righteowſnes to us, or our righte. 
#wſnes( which yet are expreſſions that the Scriptures know 
not) yet would it not Foliow that the righteonſnes of 
Chriſt muſt necds be ours,as our Faith is ours. The other 
Scripture tutnes the back upon his purpoſe, after the 
ſame manner. It is onely here ſaid , that belcevers are 
made the righteonſnes of God in Chriſt : that is, the inſti. 
fied ones of Gods by meanes of Chrift » their great f- 
offering , and artonement. Here is nothing en con- 
cerning the righteenſnes of Chriff, made formally ours 
by impxtation ; but onely our inftification meritoriouſly 
wrought, and purchaſed by him, ſigniſied. 

But ſecondly he anſweres » that this righteowſnes of 
\» Chriſt is the belecvert, in order of natare, before it 
„be counted (ot impured) for righteowſner unto him, 
And tlus hee proves with this left-handed g,

» that GOD , whole judgement is according to 
„ truth , doth not cowne that te the beleever, which 
„ be hath not (fore, or at the ſame time doth com- 
„ municate to him. What is this but that poore trick 
„ in Legick, which they call Petitio prineipii, or beg- 
ging the Queſtion , right up and downe. He proves 
the righteonſnes of Chriſt to be the beleevers , before it 
be imp to him, becauſe God doth not impare that 
to him, which he hath not before: where hee takes 
that for granted which is the Cards contreverſie , viz. 
that God doth impare the righteouſnes of Chrift (in his 
ſence) to a beleever. And then againe, here is nothing 
but Idem per idem, the fame thing prov d by it ſelfe, 
(upon the matter) be proves the right of Chriſt 
"So a beleevers , before it is imputed, becauſe God doth 
not impate it, before it be his. Which is as if he ſhould 
lay: the righteewſnes of Chriſt is a beleevers « before it 
be impaced, becauſe, before it be his, God doth not 
impure it. But the poſitive ſtrength of it is even as lit- 
tle, as the relative: neither is there more truth, then 
dependancein it. For if the righteonſnes of Chriſt bee 
the beleevers, before the impatation, to what purpoſe 
is the put ation at all ꝰ whereof there can be no other 
reaſon given, but onely the making that a beſervert, 
which was not his before. And Mr. FF. himſelfe had 
told us before, page 30. of bis diſcowrſe,that we are not 
inftified by the righrteowſmes of Chriſt , as it is his, but 
as it is ours: which cvcr and anon he aitirmeth to be, by 
communication Or imputation. Beſides if the righreouſ- 
wes of (hriſt be the belcevers, before it be impured c hen 
doth not juſtification ſtand in the imputation of (brifts 
righteowſnes , but is complete before and without it: for 
he, whole the righteomſues of Chriſt is, is (doubtleſſe) 
a inſtified perion, 

Concerning that which he calls his ſccond eAnſweres 
more then an eAnſwere hath beene given to it formerly. 
In his A=ſwere to my third Argument , hee gently 
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cenſures my ignorance in Rheter ical treper, und loving. 
ly obſcrves my vaine trrgiverſation , and ignorant- 
ly conceices , that an argument might be fram'd out of 
- third verſe ſtrong againſt mec. Well i let us pauſe 
a while upon theſe © the Scas are ſomewhat lower and 
lulle growne then they were. My argument here is: 
that the obieft of that faith, which is here ſaid to bee 
imputed, is God himſelte. or the promiſe of God, and not 
the righteouſnes of Chriſt : tor to conceive , that by 
God , is meant the righreon ſues of Chryſt , is to ſet up a 
trepe, Which is not * but a monlter of ſpeech, 
How now doth Mr. VF, anſwere this, an] prove that 
by Ged, is here meant the righteonſnes of Croft , and 
that by a Rþetarieall rrope , without any firangeneſle, 
of wonſtramſuos of (peech ? If he had not a Friend 
indeed of the figure Meralepſir, which like a ture pin- 
horſe in his game, will never faile him at a dead pull, 
he could never have driven the way hee bach gone, 
thus farte, and (donbelefſe) would have brene faſt in 
this flow, (how ever yet he recovers humfelfe, ) Bur by 
vettue of this bewgee he can make Afrromvier ſla- 
tue of any wood, make plaine , nay efegany and 
graceful (pecch , of ſuch phraſes and exprexfions as 
would aſtoniſh ,n Lilie, and put Tay and Owin- 
til;an halfe befides cheir Rhetoricall witts. But let ws 
ſee what Mmalepſis, and he can doe m—_— to cleere 
the buſinc ſſe in queſtion. He proves, that by God, who 
was here the objef# of Abraham: Faith (for, he belerved 
God: and that, it was impmtedunto him for » 4 
wes is to bee underſtood the righteowſnes of Chryiff, 
„ thus: becauſe no man in beleevmy by a true fairhcan 
„ ſeparate Chriſts ſatisfaltion and righteowſnes from 
„ Chrift himſelfe: It he cnjoyes Chrift himſelſe, he en- 
» joy es his berefits alſo Fe. Dicite JI Paas: Strike 
„ up a triumph. Becauſe a man cannot in belreving ſe- 
—_ the righteouſnerof Chriſt from (vi, there ft e 

y the word God, muſt neccfiarily bee underſtood the 
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righteowſues of Chriſt. Bur firſt I mervaile why Me. . 
throughout this whole diſcourſe , ſtill mentions the ſa- 
tirfation of Chryt, with the righreowſnes of Chrift : whe: 
as I never to this day, ſo much as thought of, or intend- 
ed the lcaft difference , or diſpute about the ſatisfaTion 
of (brit, but onely about his active ebedience to the 
Law, whether this bee ſo imputed to a belrever, that 
by vertue of this impatation, hee may claime Heaven in 
right of the firſt Covenant , doe this and live, that is, 
whether a belcever bee formally righteowe with Chrifts 
righteonſnes imputed , or no; Therefore his importune 
mention, and thruſting in the paſſive obedience or ſatis- 
falt ion of Chriſt, fi om place to place, withcut any oc- 
caſion or neceſſity, can argue nothing elſe, but an cx- 
ulcerate deſire, to repreſent mee to the world, as an e- 

nemy or denyer of Chriſt s ſatiiſaltion. 
Bur fi ly, what though a man cannot ſeparate the 
rigbreowſner of Chrift from Chriſt himſelfe in beleewag? 
doth it therefore follow, that the righteonſnes of Chr; 
mult needs be the objef# of Faith, as juftifying ? much 
leſſe doth it follow, that this righreowſner of Chriſt, mult 
needs be ſignified, either by the word, God, or by the pro- 
wiſe of God concerning Chreſt (which himſelfe grant- 
eth to have beene the ie of eAbrahams Faith in this 
place.) A man cannot ſeparate the ſoule of Chrif, or 
the members of his humane body; from Chrif him- 
ſelfe in beleeving : yer neither the ſoule of Chrif, nor 
any member of his body is the ebjeft of Faith, as juſt i 
fyingse For then whoſoever belecved Chriſt nad a foule. or 
2 head, hands &. ſhould be j#ſftified. B. ſid: s, it is not 
al:ogerher ſo true (a+ perhaps he thinks it is ) that che 
righteeuſnes of Chriſt , cannot be ſeparated from Chriſt 
himſclte, is beleeving, ar leaſt from Chrif conſidered, as 
the eb jet of juſtifying faub. The Tuches at this day 
beleeve Chriſt to have beene a righteows man, and con- 
ſequently beleeve his righteoufnesr: yet doe they not be- 


teeve in Chriſt himſelfe, jwffifyingty. 
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As for that which followeth in the remainder of his 

„ anſwer to this a gument, &. as his charge of vaine ter- 
» gverſat ion, ot bringing Seripewres to confute my ſelfe 
with the 1elt, Iconceive them to bee of that maniteſt 
anconſequence and indigeſtedneſſe , that I had rather truſt 
my Reader with his owne apprehenſions concerning 
the ms then adventure to trouble him with any long con- 
ſutation.

„ filled all righteonſnes. If this be an Anſwere , much 
joy may Mr. *. and his friends have of ic.

the righteouſnes, or ative obedience of Chriff > or what 
reaſonable man is there under Heaven , that can ima- 
gine,that the Apoltle intending todeſcribe the righreomſ» 
es of Chriſt, ſhouid deſcribe ic thus I be righteowſnes of 
C hriſt is aur beleeving on him that raiſed up ¶ hriſt fromthe 
dead. This is the qummteſſence & extralt of Mt. t. anſwer, 

My eight. and laſt «Argument )cicher he or his Scribe 
ſo defacerhin the laying it downes that it rather lookes 
like one of bis 4=fwers, then any of my Arguments. 

He calls it, a bare affirmation, that to take faith in 
« proper ſenſe, is more Plaine and cleere, and better - 
* peweving the Apo lie in this diſcourſe, where he 
largely handles the point of inſtificar.on. Indeed if 
this were my Argament, M. Wir. Anſwer would ſcrve. 
The ſumme of my 8 — , (more at large opened in 
my papers) is this, The point or queſtion of imputation 
in aufe, being onciy handled in this patſage of 

Scripture, and no where clſc explained; it is no waies 
probable, but that the Apoſtle ſhould ſpeake ſomewhat 

A. and plainely, of the nature of it : otherwiſe he 
might ſeeme rather defrous to lay a ſtumbling in the 
way, then to write any thing for the learning and com- 
fort of (hriftians, &c. To this Mr. #. anſweretlt 

« mum. Oncly he gravely inſtructeth us, that it is 

N. more comfortable for us to reſt on Chriſts rigbteouſ- 

4 nefſe, r. then to baild on Faub, which in che belt 

is mingled, and ſtained with many doubtiogs often- 

© times. Therefore the Apoſtle undoabtedly intends 

« Chriſt: righteauſees; and ſo he doth expreſſe in plaine 

« words (to an her purpoſe)eap 5, 19. nd 10. 4. 

In which words he maketh — betweene 
things of the malt direft and eſſential ſubordination that 
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can be,(and which doe mſeparably involve one the other) 
viz. reſting on (kriſts righteonſner, and building on 
Faith. It is ir pꝰſlible that any man (ſhould build on 
Faith, that doth not1e(t on Chyiſts righteonſner, that is, 
the ſatisfation that he hath made: becaute Fach is a 
reſting on this ſatisfattion. And ſo againe - a reſting on 
C brief, righteouſnes, includes a hi on Fanh ; For 
who is there that will er can reft upon this righreomſues, 
except he beleeves, that ſuch a reſting or beleeving as this, 
will ſtand him in ſtead © Sure I am, that Tax! built upon 
Faith, tor his inſtificatios, as well as on the righteomſwer 
of Chriſt himſeite (as Mr. n. beloved phraſe is) though 
in a different manner, (u hich hath been formerly ex- 
plained) when he aid: We know that a man is not 
1wſtified by the works of the Law , but by the Faith of Je- 
ſos (Chriſt, and have beleeved in Ieſus Chrift, that we 
might be inſtified by the faith of Chriff, & c. Gal. 2.36, 
And as Chriſt ſpeaketh concerning himſelte, Jobs 12.44- 
He that beleeveth in me, beleeverh not in me, but in him 
that ſent me : that is, not ſo much in me, as in him that 
ſent me: So may it be ſayd, that he that buildeth on 
faith, buildeth not on faith, but on the trath and faith. 
falnes of him, who hath promiled forgiveneſſe of ſinnes 
and ſalvationto him that beleeverh. And for the mix- 
ture or ſtayning of faith with many doubrings this is 
no conſideration at all, to deferre or keepe a man from 
building upon it, if it be a faith unfeigned and true: be- 
cauſc there is the ſame inſt1fication and ſalvation promi- 
ſed to the weakeſt faitb, and to the ſtrongeſt.

tends,to countermine and diſſolve the Anſwers I give to

verſation. I know not what be calls rergiverſation : he 
t hat reades the paſſage glanced at by bim, wil: hardly 
ſay, that cither 1 beti ay, or turne my back upon the cauſe

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Iundertake. Burt if that be tergi verſatioa, to diſſemble 
and turne the back upon the maine (ſtrength of thoſe 
things which are pretended to be anſwered , and onely 
to catch and ſnatch here and there, where any word 
ſcemes to lye a little looſe : then I may truely fay , that 
the Fox is the finder, and the rergiverſator is, from 
whencethe accuſation comes. I will not be fo trouble. 
ſome to my Reader here, as to relate the paſſage hee 
ſtrikes at? there are ſome copies thereof, in ſome mens 
hands, and more (1 conceive) may be taken upon this 
occaſion, but the ſubſtance of the a»ſwere he m_ to 
this paſſa ge, conſiſts (chiefly) of 2 or 3 untruchs.

And vet as the Iſraelites 
whenthey had made their golden Caffe , were not ſatiſ< 
fiedthere with, but rejoyced overthe work of their owne 
hands, and eate and drank and played before it. So neither 
doth this man content him elte, to ſpeake his pl aſure in 
unt rut hu, but boldly concludes thus inſultingly and rrimm- 
phamly, over what he had ſiyd againſt me. Thus he 
ſhamefully trifles to ſhew his impadencie, and perverſner. 
If he that triſles molt, or ſhewes molt impudency, and 
perverſneſſe, hould fortaive hi: /earning o the other, I be- 
lee ve Mr.. would ſoone be as ignorant itt Abetorique, 
as Iam; and leve y whit as skillfull and expert as he.

Gen, 3. (and now doch by Mr. ,. his ſuc- 
ceſſor) which is the cxpteſſe part and pratiſe of the Di- 

vel. Job. 1. p. 11. 

The reaſon (1 conceive) why he could think no 

better of that my Confeſſion , then to be made out of 
ſubtiltie, was the faultineſſe of the Standerd in his owne 
boſome. 

The rcaſon why the reviling Scriles, and Phariſes, 
concluded againſt Chriſt, now hanging on the C roſe, that 
be could not ſave himfelfe, (Hat 27. 42.) was onely (or 
chiefly ) chiss becauſe it they had bin able to ſave « bs - 
ſelves, they would have done it upon the like occaſion, 
» Heblames me further, for not being aſhamed, or 
* bluſbing to afſirme, that from the times of Lather, and 
* Calvin, - taireſt ſtreame of —_— run to water, 
« and refreſh my interpretation. Mr. *. ſecing men 
* ſo bold and big 7 wn, in proclaimin —_— ; 
I know no reaſon I have of —_ aſbamed, or bInſhing for 
ſtanding up for the traib. And as cut Saviowr faith to 
the Jewer, who would faine have had him denyed and 
tetracted hat he had ſayd concerning himſelfe and his 
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Father : I know him, and if I Chould fay I know tim 
not, I ſhould be a hier lige ante you. Jabs g. 25, So muſt 
I fay to Mr, * in this caſe, that ſhould I lay otherwiſe 
concerning tha judgement of the belt interpreters, ſince 
Luther and (alvins time, touching the Seripewres in 
queſtion, then I do, I ſhould be like unto you, and lpcake 
what is contrary to the tb. What he ſpeakes con- 
cerning either Socinus or Arminius, as being the firſt au- 
thors of my interpretation hath bin more then refured 
long ſince; when by expreſſe reſt imonies from themſelves 
we ſhewed that they dead the ſevſe and interpretation of 
theſe Scriptæres, quite another way , and (of the two) 
neererto Mr.. interpretation then mine. So far are 
they off from being the firſt Authors of it, that they do 
not admit it at al (as far as I can yer ſee ) either fro them- 
ſclves, or any other approved Aber. I have named 
already more then one, or 7 Orthodox writers, that hold 

the input ation of Faith in a ſenſe, and am ready to 

examine and ſcan the teſtimonies , with any ſober, and 

5 wan whatſoever. And for his tale of Peter 

inlard, (as his Scribe ſurely hath mis-named bim in- 
ſtead of Abi,] t hat was gelded for his incontivencie ; 
it is well for him that there is not a Low of like pen 
amongſt us, for incoxtinencie of rengue , becauſe I feare 
then, that Mr. . manbood would be one of the firſt that 
ſhould ſuffer. But for Saint Bernard 190 Epiftle, out 

of which this Tale of a Tub, is pretended to be told. I 

can heareno ſound of it there, and yet have layd buth 

my cares as cloſe as well I could to heare.

I ee 
I ſhall have new Liverics from my Mr. before my 
old be quire worne 2 Well, I beleeve, that a 
more edious example, both of impudencie and foly, 
may not onely be imagined, but viſibly demon- 
ſtrated, and pointed at with the finger, / know 
where, And for Mr. *. railing and reviling ſpeeches, 
they are (at the beſt) but like Silver in Solomon dayes, 
which for the abundance of it, was nothing worth. But 
except either much /earving , or ſomewhat elſe, had 
* (ct him and his wits at odds. he could nc ver have af- 
* firmed , that no one Orthodox Divine either ancient 
or later, ever underſtood , by Faith imputed for -= 
** zeonſnes> Faith in « proper ſence, but the ſatisfattion 
an 
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and righteouſne: of Chriſt himſclte. I make no queſtion 
bur he takes in himſelfe (whoſoever elſe hethruits ou: 
into the number of Orthodox Divines : and how oft 
hath he, in former paſſages of this very drſcourſe, (as 
hath beene obſerved) aificmed the very ſelfe ſame thing 
himſelfe, in as ample and expreſſe termes, as I doe, 

As for this laſt quarter of his worthy picce, which 
concern's Authors and reſtimonies, 1 (hall bee very briefe 
in framing my reply unto it: becauſe I verily beleeve, 
that the Awthoy himſelfe would have ſpared it, had hee 
but rightly underſtood the opinion agaiaft which hee 
hach armed himſelte with ſo mich fury, and what is 
meant by Faith in a proper ſence. 

Concerning the teſtimonies which he himſelfe brings 
forth our of he rich magazine of his Library and lear- 
ning, becauſe they are ſo pregnant and pertinent to prove 
that which no man queſtions, viz. juſtification by the 
righteowſnes and ſatisfattion of Chriſt, in a mcritorious 
way, and doe not ſo much as touch or come ncere the 
point in comtreverſie , (except it be in way of conrad. i- 
on to him that produceth them) Itake my leave of them 
(at once Jand wiſh them reff and peace. Ouly I cannot 
but take ſpeciall notice of a very itrange piece of Ditu- 
nitie ( whereſoever he had it) which drops from him 
in thoſe paſſages where be ſpeakes ſo much to to little 
„ purpoſe, and ſome things with as little truth) concer- 
„ning Calvin : Here he teacheth,that inves of comm [- 
„ fron are taken away by that part of Chrilts ſatisfaction 
„ mputed, which is called hi paſſive obedience , or volun- 
„ tary ſuffering the pexalty of the Law : and (ins of omiſ- 
„ fron by his active obcdicnce, in fulfilling the righte= 
„ ouſneſſe which the Law requires, which is che other 
„part of Chriſt; imputed ſatisfaition, Mr. V. taikes 
„ much (as we have heard) of heapes of ler, of here 
fſies , blaſphenrier ce. but here we have a Lernean Lake 
of hideows aud pertentows Divinity, things which I ſhould 
have conccived,that Mr. #. would not have received 
O 3 though 
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though an Ange! from Heawes ſhould have brought 


them anto him. 


Firſt he aifirmes the taking away of ſinner of omiſſe- 
on, by the ative obedience of Chriſt onely : whereas 
the Scriptures tcach expreſicly , that without (ſhedding 
of blood, there is no remiſſion. ( Heb, 9.

Againc, Rev. r. 5. Vunto him that loved us, and waftbed 
1s from our ſins in his Gland. So Rome 4. 25. e wa deli- 
verd to death for our ſins c. The Scripture never menti- 
oneth any purging or taking away ot fine» but by the

g ve thelcaſt intimation of any diſtinction or difference 
to be made (in this teſpect ) betweene finnes of m 
and commiſſ:on. Neither is there any colour ot appearance 
of difference betweene them; in reference to their pure 
gation and attonement, there being many /annes of om 
fren , which are much more heynons and grievous, then 


many ſianes of Commiſſion, 


Secondly, he makes the aftiveobedience or righteouſ- 
nes of Chriſt life, of like conlideration, with his dearh 


und paſſive obedience , Viz. penall and ſat 
to live righreouſly and bolily , had bin a 
upon Ck 


factory eas if 
iſbment layd 
iſt , to make ſarisfati:on for all the ſinnes of O- 


miſſion, whereas himſelfe afhirmeth , that it was his 
meate, (not his puniſhment)zo doe the will of hum that ſem 
him, John 4. 34. The Papiſts indeed make prayer, and 
other the ir ſerving God, penalland ſatisfattory : but (as 
Solomon faith, Prot. 2 . 15, It is iog tothe inſt to do iudęe- 
ment, and Job that he put on righteonſnes and it covered hm 
and iudgement was arobe and Diademe nnto him, 1ob, 29. 
So generally when the heart is renued by grace , and 
brought to an inward and habituall conformuty with the 
Law of God wayes of righteouſues and holines, are wayes 
of pleaſure, and of intire contentment. Much more then 
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muſt it needs be conceived ; that the Lerd Chriſt, being 
full of grace and truth, and having the Spins without 
meaſute (as the Scriprare witneſſerh) and not the laſt 
reluftation in the frame of his Heart and ſoule againſt a- 
ny holy Commadement or way of God, tooke very high 
and rich contentment , in all thoſe wayes of holmeſſe, 
wherein hee walked, and exerciſed himſclfe all his 
daycs: yet is it not deny ed in all this, but that this activ 
obedience of Chriſt, may in ſome ſence and reſpeſt, be 
called ſatisfaftory too, vir, as concurring and falling 

in with its ifizence into the blond or death of Chriſt, 
but not in and by it ſelfe. And this our Saviour bhimſclie 
teachet h. Ieh 1 2,24. Except the corne of wheat fallinto the 

ground and die, ir abiderk alone that is, Chriſt by his 

ative obedience , and the righteouſneſſe of his lite, had 

iw//rfied none bur himſelfe, without his death + but if 
2 ( faith hee) it bringeth forth much fruit, that is, 

ſo hely and righreons a perton as Chriſt was in his life, 

by his dea inftifieth many, Hence it is, that the 

Seriptwres ſo frequently when they mention the death of 

Clin, for the redemption, or expiation of the ſinnes of 
men, ſtill mention his ho/ineſſe or the righreonſnes of his 
life with ir. For Chriſt «ſo hath ſuffered for ſiunes , the 
IVST for thewniuft, 1 Per. 3. 18. So 1 Pet. 18. 19. 
hnowing that you were not redeemed with corruptible things, 
Ee, Gor with the preciows bloud of Chriſt, as of a Lamb 
wadefiled, andwirhoxt ſpot: See Heb. 9 14. and 1 Per, 
2, 21.22+ cven as thoſe qualifications , of age, Sex, 
ſpotleſſenes. ſaundneſſe &. required in the legal ſacriſi- 
res, were cxpiatery (in their kind.) when the Beaſt cime 
to be offreed and ſfrine, but not before. 

Thirdly ( and laſtly, and which is of the worſt, n! 
indeed of deſperate conſequence) by d:viding the .. 
tisfaftron of Chriſt into parts, he urrerly deſſtoycs aid 
aboliſheth the infiniteneſſe thereof. For that which 
may be divided, muſt nceds be finite : and that which 
is bur the p irt of another, cannc i it ſelſe be infiaite. And 
as 
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as cenaine it is, that that whoſe parts are finite, can- 
not it ſelfe be infinite. If hee will maintaine the A 
part ot Chrifts ſatisfa#ion(as his Rhetorical expreſſion is) 
ra be infinite ( which is the more conſonant to his pris 
ciples) why might not the Sanes of the world, as well of 
commiſſion, as omiſſion, have beene fully expiated, and 
taken away thereby ? Certainly no ſim#e , nor ſinnes, 
can requirc more then an infinite ſati;faition, And if this 
all ive ſatisfaition be infinue , and conſequently /5 fficient 
to take away the innes of the world: what neceſſitie can 
there be conceived of the paſſive ſatisfaftiow , if the 
worke and intent thereof be otherwiſe performed. 1 
doe not ſruſtrate the grace of God (ſanh Paal) for if rigb- 
teonſnes be by the Law, then Chriſt it dead in bainec. Gal 2. 
21. It is as true, concerning the La performed by 
Uri, as by men themſelves : if the righreonſnes or 
inſtification of the world be by (hriſts active ebedrence, 
and performance of the Law, his death mult be in vaine. 
If Idoe not lay on loade upon Mr. . here, and heate 
the furnace of my cenſure ſeven times hotter then ordi- 
nary , let him ſay that he ſcap'd a ſcouring, when time 
Was. 

My laſt labour (in this my Replye ) is to vindicate 
the teſtimonies, produced by me out of ſeverall Authors, 
as well ancient and mederne, for the further eſtabliſh- 
ing and confirmation , of the mpmtation of Faith in a 
direct and proper ſence , in thoſe controvetted paſſages 
of the eApoſtle, Rom. 4+ And here had we not to doe 
with men of wilfull and importing ſpirits , that conccit 
they have a diſpenſation from the Figere Metal to 
kick the nominative caſe and the verb out of dores; the 
bare recitall and laying downe the ſayings themſclver, 
were an abundant vid, cation of them in that behalf. 
Or if wee had to do with a man that would ſtand his 
ground, ad one his owne opinion when it is at the beſt, 
this labour might be ſpaced altogether, For Mr. *. (as 
hath bezne more then once obſer ved) hath more then 
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once ratified and ſealed ro that very interpretation , for 
the ratification whereof theſe teſtimonies are brought 
forth by me. But his infirmity is, Flactuat ian,

Howſoever, I ſhall be very ſuccin and briefe in my 
demonſtrations, being full of confidence, that every man 
that is not Mr.. will be very eaſily ſatisfied in the point.

pound but this one conſideration, to any reaſonable and 
conſidering man: whether it bee fo much as tollerably 
credible, or probable inthe leaſt and loweſt degree of 
probability, that ſo many learned 7nterpreters , one 
ſucceeding other thorough ſo many generations , and 
undertaking to expound a Scritere which they con- 
ccived to be figurative and tropical, nay (as Mr. V. con-

Here upon figure, and trope uponerope, ſhould none of 
them give warning , or ſo much as take notice of any

P yet 
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vet eit het to give notice of the ſigure by Name, or at leaſt 


to ſet downe in more plaine and expreſſe words, what is 
meant by the gerate expreſſion in the Scriptures : 
ncither of which is done, by any of the Axthor: cited 
by ite upon thoſe places; but (till, that which Paul 
laith was impnred to Abraham , viz, his beleeving God, 
or his Fauth, the ſame lay theſe interpreters allo : yea 
ſome of them emphatically, ſeeking (as it were) to bind 
their Reader to the very word and terme of Faith, which 
the Apeſtle uſeth, and not ſuffering them to caſt about 
in their mindes or thoughts, for any other thing. As in 
the teſtimony cited from Bucer : Abraham fidem habuit 
lehove, Cc. that is, Abraham beleeved God, and it was 
imputed to him for rightcouſnes, that is ( ſaith Bucer) hee 
accounted this FA1TH , of BELECV1NG to him for righ- 
reomſner, It he had ever once imagined , the righreowſ- 
wer of Chriſt to have beene that, which was ed to 
Abraham forrighteouſnes , and not Abrahams faith in a 
proper ſence, would he have expreſſed himſclfe in ſuch a 
manner ? So in that cited (from Bullinger: Concredidir 
ſe Abrabam Deo &c. that is, eAbrabam committed 
himſelte unto God by beleeving, & illud iyſum cc. t hat is, 
that VERY SME THING was imputed to himforvighte- 
exſnes. He that will here by ud ipſum, that VER y 
Saus TwinG underſtand the righteowſnes of Chriſt, 
muſt ſecke his ſab ſt ant /ve to his adjeftive hee knowes not 
here, and when he hath found it, will break poore Pri- 
ſcians head with it too. Again, in that other teſtimony ci- 
ted from the ſame Author, upon Gal. 3.6 imp a eff ei 
&c. hoe eft, IIIA IYSA ABRanea FILES, f ad 
juſtitiam imputatum et, that is , it was imputed to him 
for rightcouſnes that is, this VEry SELFE SAME FAITH 
Or ABRaHAN,was imputedro him for righteonſnes, Sutę- 
ly though Mr. *. makes bold, to underſtand by faith, 
the righteouſnes of Chriſt ( where he pleaſeth) yet by the 
Faith of Abrabam, he will not adventure toundertiand 
the rigreowſnes of Chriſt , leaft hee ſhould finne 9 
the 
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the reputation and credit of his owne underſtanding too 

farre, In the ſe and ſundry other teſtimonies yet remain- 
ing a man ot very reaſonable apprehenſion cannot but 
conceive, that the Authors, with as much anxiety and 
warines of ſpeech, as well they could uſe , excluded all o- 
ther things whatſoever, (without exception) from this 
imputation, but oncly that VERY SeLet Sams Faith 
of eAbraham, in the proper literall, and moſt uſuall and 
obview; ſence and ſignification. This forthe firſt demon- 
ſtration , which concerns the teſtimonies in generall , 
whereby it appeares,chrough and through all that thick 
miſt of — and paſſion which Mr. #. hat h caſt up- 
on it to obſcure and darken it, that the Authors gene- 
rally by me alledged upon theſe Scripraresr, did not un- 
derſtand the word, Fa ru, or BELERY ING , ina trops- 
call or metalepticallſence , for the righteouſnes of Chriſt. 
but in a proper, plaine, and direct ſence, for that grace or act 
of Faith, by which eAbraham through the worke and af- 
ſiltance of the Holy Ghoſt beleeved in God. 

The latter demonſtration, will not (I take it) extend fo 
far as the former did, to include all the reſtimonies with- 
out exception: but as farre as it will reach, which is to 
many of them, it makes the matter greater then contradi. 
Tio; that their Authors in their commentaries and expoſy- 
tions, could not poſſibly take the word Faith, or Bz- 
LEEVING ina figurative or metalepticall ſence » but in a 
proper, The demonſtration is this : becauſe the word 
Falru, taken ina Sgwrative ſence for the righteouſneſſe 
of ¶ Hriſt. will make them ſpeake partly manifeſt and o- 
pen blaſphemy, partly moſt ridiculouſly and abſurdly : As 
for example, in that cited from Luther, on Gal. 3. 6. 
Dems reputat iſkam INPERFECTAM FIDE Cc. that is, 
God tor Chriſts(ake, in whom I have begun to beleeve , 
accounts this IMmyERFECT FAITH , for perfect righreouſe 
es: If by FAITH here, weunderitand the righte- 
ouſnes of Chriſt , and not Faith properly , we make Ln- 
ther an exccrable Blaſphamer : for then he calls the rg h- 
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weſſe of Chriſt, an —— righteouſnesr. So in that 
of Ilhyricut, Mendica lla fides, * that is, that Sams 
BSOGCOERIT FAITH, —— the righteomſner of 
{ briſt, was imputed unto him, inſtead of his owne righ- 
teonſneſſe. It here by the word, Faith, wee ſhall under- 
Rand the righteomſnes of Chriſt , wee make this Author 
firſt to ſpeckꝭ abhominable laſp hem, in calling the rigb- 
teonſnerot ¶ Urt. a dengerly righteowſnes : and ſecond- 
ly moſt rid:culouſly and abſurdly, in laying , the _ 
owſneſſe ot 1 the righteonſnes of C hriſt, 
was impatedunto him &. So in that of Caſvis. Fides 
renut at ur in juſtit iam. non quod «llum a obi merit um af- 
ferat cc. that is, Faith is imputed for righteewſnes, not 
becauſe it brings any merit from us, but becauſe it appre- 
hends the geodneſſe of God. If by Faith here, which this 
Author — to be impared for righteowſnes, we (hall 
underſtand the righteonſnes of Chriſt then we muſt ſup- 
poſe him to give this reaſon, why this righreomſneſſe of 
Chrift ſhould be impatedto us for righteowfues, viz, be- 
cauſe it brings no merit with it from us, but becauſe it 
apprebends the goodnes of God both which are very ri- 
ox: (if the one be not blaſphemons. ) I might include 
many ( ther ofthe reſtimonies within the compaſſe of this 
demonſtration : but I judge by my ſelfe, that my Kra- 
den would gladly be at his journeyes end. Wherefore if 
„ Mr. W. who ſoconfidently affirm's, that of all the te- 
„ ſtimonies by me cited, there is not one that ailirmes, 
1» that Faub (taken in roper ſence ) is imputed for rich- 
„ teauſnes, and calls me the moſt odious example of . 
7 p and folly that can be imagined, for ſaying the 
contrary, will willingly and patiently from his own pen, 
be content tobeare himſelf the empatation of this odious 
exemplar ine ſſe both in «mpadency and folly , I conccive 
it may doe him much good for the time to com: but my 
en is mercifull, and ſhall caſt no ſuch impuration upon 
im, though hee deſerves it. And for thoſe bloody 
crimes, of forgery and falſe ſubernation of witneſſes , Mr. 
_ . is 
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NV. is pleaſed out of his lenity and clemency,to content 
himſelfe with the bare charge and accuſation : but doth 
not profecute his inditement , nor once goeth about to 
prove, that I have forged ſo much as the leaſt jor, or 
title iQ any Of the refimwonies alledged by me, fearing ( ir 
ſeemes) that he ſhould make no earnings of that labour. 
I mult yet adde a little, concerning ſome rare paſlages 
in the very laſt page, of his diſcourſe. I his is one ſpeci- 
all commendation of his tragicall choler, that it doth 
not in extremo atts deficere , taile or faint in the laſt act, 
but is in very good plight and liking , and brings forth 
more fruit, then at the firſt. Hefiiſt — admoniſh- 
cth all indifferent Readers, and zealous Chriſtians , of 
two grand duties: firſt to take heed to themſelves , and 
then to admoniſh others, to have no fellowſhip with ſo 
openly proteſt Socinian Heretiquesr , & Next hee 
calls the opinion I maintaine a wicked and 6blaſ s 
herefie : then he aggtavates an offencethat is not, by affir- 
ming that which was not, viz. our perſiſting in our 
« peſtilent hereſie, notwithſtanding many admonitions 
given by divers grave and learned Divine: , and often 
publique confurations and cenſures fc. (The man 
had as good have told me, that the man in the moone 
drinks Carer I know as much of the one, as of the other) 
Next, he methodically proceeds, to make a fierce outcry 
„ aga'nit me, as a deſperate man, wilſully, and agaimſt the 
% knowne light, andagainſt my owne conſcience , proclai- 
ming Lather, Calvin, Cc. to be of mv opinion &c. and 
ſo hee goeth on beating, an] tering himſelfe, like a 
wild Bud in a Net, Foaming out his one ſhame (after 
his wonted manner) till he hath ſatiated himſelſe, with 
railing, and ſpeaking evill, both of perſons and things, 
which he knoweth not: Ovnely in the end and cata- 
ftrophe of his eragigque piece as if he envied Apmleins, bis 
merry talerof bis golden e Aſſe, cr Ovid. his pleaſam Fa- 
bler in his: Metamorphoſis : he Comrives a Gorgonean 
lion, with much cariofiry , and quite, of device:

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« How I and my followers , proclaiming our pedigree from 
40 the Fat her 0 lers, ſbould make falſe reports, , Hd that 
Mr. Goodwin didconfute and confound him , (whereas

% rude,impudent,& wnmannerly:1 fully beleeve they have

orbitance of tongue, as the pen of exerbitancie here would 
faſten upon them. Notwithſtanding, if any of them 

have committed that high Treaſon, they here ſtand 
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charged with, againſt the princely dignity of Mr, . 
reputation ; be ſhalldo well to callthemto account for 
it. It were no hard matter for him to trace the report by 
the foorfteps, and follow it home tothe very month , out 
of which it firſt i[/xed and l belecve, before he came 
to the fourth or fit man, the Aurher would be found. 
In the meane ſeaſon (if Mt.. pleaſe) my Books, to his, 
that it was ſome of his one followers or friends (that 
Ido not fay of his Cloach too) and rot mine, that made 
the wooden Image he ſpeaks of : though neither can / 
thinke, but that he ha:h beſtowed much coſt in gar»i- 
ſhing, and poliſhing it himſelte, and that w hen it came, it 
came but rough into his hands, in compariſon of thoſe 
goodly ornaments of Rhetorique , which he hath now 
put upon it. Facile eſt invents addere, that is, Once in- 
vented ſoone augmented. 

From curing and reviling, he falls to praying, that God 
would defend his Charch and People , from ſuch ſpirits 
(which no whete moleſt or hurt them) and thinking it 
bightime to repent at laſt, be gives glory to Cod: I te- 
member Squire, when he clap'd poy ton upon the pum- 
mel of Qucene Elizabeths Saddle, to take away her bfe, 
cried out alowd, Gad ſaue the Queene. But if Mr. , 
indeed, deſires to give gie to G he mult repent of his 
forged accuſations, his flanderous reports, of his rage and 
ferceneſſe, againſt thoſe that never wronged him in the 
leaſt marrer : he muſt retra and cancell the greateſt 
part of what he hath ſent abroad in this his (cand:lous 
Pamphlet, viz. all the palpable errors and antraths 
therein, whole name may be called Legion, for they are 
many. And for this ſo ſolemn, anxioxs, and laborious 
an acquitting himſelfe, from joyning or ſubmitting o 
the truth, he might have ſpared it, without much dan- 
ger of prejudice to him. For thoſe that know him (as 
who do h not?) know him to have Pelide fomachum 
cedere neſcij i. Achilles ſtomack ſto t. that Knowes nos 
how toyicld, no moreto truth then to error , but onely 
ro 
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to what hath already ſurprized his faveie and imagine- 
tion. 

The Lord who alone is the iver of new hearts, un- 
to wen, give him a bears to do all this, and whatſoever 
beſides $ to his peace, or may t him, tend 
to advance —— Goſpel of Jeſs: Chrift, in the 
world, If be ſhall yet write more Bookes againſt me, 
if they be not too big, I will lay them upon my ſhoulder 
(isl ſpeakerh) bur here make him 8 — , + 
that I will never a*ti-pamphlee with him more. If he 

be wil and reſolved to have the laft word, I (hall 

not envy him the glory and groveledge 
of a A. 
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
